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IDEAL MEMORIAL DAY 

Good Weather and the Longest Parade for Many Years 
Under Auspices of Charles Ward Post 


Monday was an ideal day for the 
observance of Memorial day, as the 
sun was bright and the east wind cool, 
making a most agreeable combination. 

Members of Charles Ward Post, O. 
K. R., assisted by the Anlerlcan Le- 
|ion and the Boy Scouts decorated the 
graves of the soldier <l"a<i in the va- 
rious cemeteries pf the city. The ex- 
ercises at St. Mary’s Church at the 
Lower Falls were under the direction 
of Commander William M. Mick and 
included an address by Rev. N. Ever- 
ett Hansom, pastor of the Lower Falls 
M. E. Church, and prnyer by Rev. 
Guy W. Miner, rector of St. Mary’s. 
Following the program at the church 
yard, flowers wen* thrown into fin* 
Charles River nearby, in memory of 
the sailor dead. At the Winchester 
street cemetery, Rev. G. G. Phipps 
made an address. 

At noon the veterans were the 
guests of the Woman’s Club of New- 
ton Highlands at a luncheon given 
in the chapel of the Congregational 
church of that village. 

After lunch the various organizations 
taking part in the parade formed in 
line and marched through Walnut 
street to the Newton Cemetery. Tho 
parade included a detail of police, 
Mayor Childs as chief marshal, his 
aides, members of the city govern- 
ment, the Elks, Co. C, 101st Infantry, 
Ibe hand, J. Wiley Edmunds Camp, 
B.r,* cf Veterans, Chat lea Ward Post, 
H A. R. in automobiles, Mrs. A. E. 
Cunningham Tent, Daughters of Vet- 
erans, Thomas Burnett Camp, United 
Spanish War Veterans. Newton Post, 
American Legion, Fife and Drum 
corps of the Knights of the Holy 
Ghost of St. Bernard’s Church, and 
the Boy Scouts. 

The white uniforms of the fife and 
drum corps added greatly to tho ap- 
pearance of the parade, which in 
length was much longer than in pre- 
vious years, due to the fact that over 
200 Boy Scouts were in line. 

A feature of the parade was the five 
year old youngster of Alderman 
George M. Heathcote, who was at- 
tired as a i ra Hie ollieer and trudged

sturdily beside his father for the en 
tire distance. For tile Inst quarter 
mile, lie was joined by his smaller 
brother, also dressed as a police of- 
ficer. 

At the cemetery, the parade assem 
bled around the soldiers’ monument 
where the exercises were under the 
direction of Commander Mick of tho 
G. A. It. post. Four ladies dressed in 
white were grouped around the monu- 
ment, ns markers. They were Mrs. 
James T. Burns, Mrs. George E. 
Stuart, Miss Margaret Kerrivan and 
Miss Helen Molloy. 

Tlie program included prayer by H. 
E. MacCombte, chaplain of Newton 
Post, American Legion, reading of the 
order for tho first Memorial day In 
1868 and of the Gettysburg Address 
by Past Commander W. A. Wetherbee, 
laying of flowers nt the base of the 
monument by the various organize 
tions, a selection by the band, three 
rounds of a volley by members of Co. 
C and the sounding of "Taps" with an 
echo and re-echo from distant parts of 
the cemetery. 

The parade then reformed and 
marched through Walnut street, and 
Washington street to the state armory 
at West Newton, with a detour through 
Washington park, where the band 
played a selection on the grounds or 
the John A. Andrew Home. 

At the banquet held in tho state 
armory, about 700 were present and 
a substantial dinner was enjoyed. 

Commander Mick presented Past 
Commander Wetherbee as toastmas- 
ter and the speeches were usually 
short and good, although the armory 
is far from being an ideal place either 
to hear or speak. 

Mayor Childs congratulated the post 
on having the Boy Scouts with them 
for the first time and told the* boys 
that the privilege they had enjoyed of 
sitting down to dinner with tho survi- 
vors of three wars was something they 
would always remember. "We are 
here today," Mayor Childs said, “be- 
cause we believe the day is a sort of 
a Holy day. It is a cheap sort of a 
citizen who don’t honor the man who 
made this country what it is today. 
But through the work of the Grand 
Army, patriotism is beneath the skin 
of every boy and girl.” Mayor Childs 
said that he was not afraid of the 
youth of America and we should stop 
slandering them and give them some- 
thing to emulate. 

Representative Arthur W. Hollis 
said the program of the day had been 
both interesting and impressive. Me-

DR. BARTON RETIRES 


Becomes Secretary Emeritus of Amer- 
ican Board of Foreign Missions 

Announcement was made at the 
Congregational Council held this week 
nt Omaha, that Rev. Dr. James L. Bar- 
ton of Newton Centre, had been ap- 
pointed secretary emeritus of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions 
after a service of 33 years as secreta- 
ry of that body. Rev. Dr. Barton has 
served the Congregational Board of 
Missions for 40 years. As chairman of 
the Near Enst Relief since its estab- 
lishment in 1915, he has become inter- 
nationally known for his administrative 
ability. He has been at times adviser 
to the United States Government and 
has been referred to as an "unofficial 
ambassador," especially during the 
World War. 

Rev. Dr. Barton was borii in Ver- 
mont and was educated at Middlebury 
College and Hartford Theological Sem- 
inary. In 1885 he was appointed by 
the American board as a missionary 
in Harpoot, Turkey, where he served 
until 1892. During the latter part of 
his work in Turkey he was president 
of Euphrates College in Harpoot. 

He was present at the Lausanne 
Near East convention in 1921. He was 
at this time a member of the Presi- 
dent’s "Near East Emergency Com- 
mission." In this convention he was 
the representative of several benev- 
olent and humanitarian organizations 
having work in Turkey. 


TOO MANY DRIVES?

For some time, through the columns 
of the Graphic, we have kept before 
you our Welfare Bureau Campaign 
for $10,000. Your attention has been 
drawn to the splendid work — this 
great gift of service— which this New 
ton organization is doing for our city. 
We believe, however, Its pressing 
need has not quite reached your 
hearts for only $0500.00 of the $10, 
000.00 has been given. We go confi- 
dently on hoping that you will answer 
one more appeal and find joy and 
satisfaction in so doing. 

DOGS STILL BITING

or mad, (that is the dogs, not the 
victims) although to get bitten by a 
dog is enough to make anyone ugly, 
continues to grow in Newton. If this 
menace continues, it may be neces 
sary to adopt the rule used in Eng- 
land, where dogs are either kept re- 
strained, or properly muzzled. Sat- 
urday Philip McAdams of 36 Roslyn 
road, Waban, was attacked by a dog 
owned by Seymour Ellis of 551 Chest- 
nut street. Monday a dog owned by 
Sarah Burke of 99 Faxon street bit 
Abraham Rubin of 28 Beach street. 
Nonantum. The animals were ordered 
restrained and examined by Dr. Bou- 
telle. 

MANY CANOES CAPSIZE 

More than the usual number of in- 
experienced canoeists are attempting 
to navigate the frail craft on the 
Charles at Auburndale this season. 
Over twenty canoes overturned on 
Sunday, and Memorial Day saw a num- 
ber of others turning turtle. For- 
tunately no drowning occurred and 
most of the awkward canoeists man- 
aged to reach shore without assist- 
ance. Patrolman Sanderson of the 
Metropolitan police rescued two young 
men on Sunday; Serg. Gardner and 
Patrolman Roche pulled three poor 
paddlors out of the water, one novice 
was hauled out of tho Charles by Pa- 
trolman Austin, and Patrolman Shee- 
han had some job “gaffing" a 200 
pound whale. Perhaps some day 
would-be canoeists will have to pass 
a test, even as do autoists.

Dr. J. Edgar Park, president of Whea- 
ton college and former pastor of the 
Second church of West Newton.

Arthur M. Ellis pastor of the Central 
church of Newtonville. 

At the conclusion of the formal ex- 
ercises there will be dancing in the 
gymnasium. 

Friday evening at six o’clock, the 
class banquet will be held in the gym- 
nasium under the direction of William 
Benger. president of the class and a 
committee of which E. Granger Hap 
good is chairman. 


Newton and Waltham Athletic Teams 
May Meet Again 


A year ago last fall Newton high 
and Waltham high schools severed 
athletic relations following their an- 
nual football game. Since that time 
the question of renewal of rivalry 
between the two schools has been a 
much discussed question among sport 
followers of both cities. Rumor has 
had it that relations would be resumed 
while other rumors have been to the 
opposite. 

The entire matter was up to the of- 
ficials of the Waltham high school 
who have consistently opposed the 
resumption until last week when the 
Waltham Athletic Association voted 
unanimously in favor of scheduling 
the orange and black team on its 
card. Newton, since the break, has 
been nt all times ready to go up 
against Waltham and will probably 
do so in 1928 as it is now too late to 
arrange a game for the coming fall. 

The break occurred after the game 
with the Watch City team at Wal- 
tham when at a critical period of the 
game headlinesnian Carrigan imposed 
a severe penalty on the Waltham 
eleven because of coaching from the 
sidelines. At the time Waltham was 
making a steady march down the field 
and the penalty did much to stop it. 
Later that winter the Massachusetts 
Coaches Association took up the mat- 
ter but lack of proof compelled them 
to exonerate Coach Leary of the 
charge. A meeting of the Waltham 
A. A. voted that it was “deemed in- 
advisable to arrange a game with 
Newton for 1926, since, that time the 
Watch City teams have not met New- 
ton in either football or baseball. 

On making up its schedule for 1926 
the Newton high authorities held the 
usual Waltham date open until thp 
last possible moment in the hopes 
that Waltham would change their 
mind. Finally Newton attempted to 
fill the date with some other high 
school in the state but it was too 
late as the other schools had all 
completed their plans. Newton finally 
arranged a game with the St. Mary’s 
high school team of Waltham.

The action of the 
Waltham association came too late to 
permit of a game this coming fall as 
Newton has already completed its 
schedule with the exception of the first 
game, Sept. 24th and it is hardly pos- 
sible that the orange and black would 
tube en such a hard game for its first. 

As Newton is under a two-year agree- 
ment with most of its opponents with 
in- ixception <>f the regularly ached- 
ul * S iburban league members there 
are b it two available dates for a Wal- 
tham game in 1928 even at this early 
date. These are Nov. 17th and 24th. 

h re being five Thursdays in Novem- 
!> r next year it brings Thanksgiving 
Day near the end of the month and 
permits of three Saturday games in- 
stead of two as in the usual month, 
it is therefore possible that the two 
u hools will agree on Nov. 17th as the 
•’ate of the resumption of athletic re- 
lations. For the past five years New- 
ton has made it a practice not to take 
m a game on the Saturday before 
ha iksgiving Day in order that the 
team may gt t a real rest for the an- 
■a! Brookline contest. However. New- 
ton may change its procedure and in 
that case Nov. 24th is available fori 
a game with Leary eleven. In any 
case it is quite probable that Newton | 
and Waltham will meet in 1928.

The Jove and esteem In which Rev. 
Dr. Francis E. Clark of this city was 
held, was strikingly manifested on 
Saturday afternoon at the funeral ser- 
vices held In Eliot Church, Newton, 
as that spacious edifice was well filled 
with the hundreds of friends. 

The body lay in state for an hour 
previous to the service and many took 
that opportunity to look once more on 
the beloved features of their aged 
friend. 

The flowers banking the casket 
were many and beautiful and came 
from many states of the union as well 
as from Canada. 

Rev. Daniel A. Poling, D.D.. pastor 
of the Marble Collegiate Church in 
New York city and successor to Dr. 
Clark as president of the International 
Society of Christian Endeavor, 
preached the sermon and pronounced 
the benediction. Rev. Edward P. 
Drew, former minister of the Auburn 
dale Congregational Church where Dr. 
Clark worshipped, and now a member 
of the faculty of the Gordon Bible Col- 
lege, offered prayer, and Rev. Amos R. 
Wells, editor of the Christian En 
deavor World, read an original poem 
entitled "One Thing I Do.” 

Dr. Poling said in part: "His sin- 
gleness of purpose was not exclusive. 
It was comprehensive. He had a mind 
to grasp great matters and a vision 
to anticipate coming events. Peace, 
international good-will, the right re- 
lations between peoples and that bro- 
therhood among men which Jesus 
taught, Francis E. Clark never ceased 
to preach. 

"Two million miles he travelled, five 
times he girdled the globe, and his 
missionary journeys began in the gen- 
eration before the automobile, and 
when the modern Pullman was a lux- 
ury In America and less than a prom- 
ise In Asia. The hardships he en- 
gaged, the physical sacrifices he 
made, the prodigious labors he invest- 
ed, over-taxed his strength and 
racked his body. Disease laid him 
low In China, in Italy and in Africa. 
Frequently he returned to the com- 
forts of home to spend weary months 
in regaining the strength he had too 
lavishly expended. He was the des- 
pair of his associates, for he would not 
accept for himself the consideration 
they knew should be his. ’One thing 
I do.’ are the words of his text: 

"As to his eloquence of pen and of 
voice, it was born of a great cause. He 
was a mouthpiece, an ambassador. 
The rulers of the earth came to hear 
him — came to hear him because of 
what he had to say — because what he 
had to say was pregnant with the 
meaning of life, its mystery and its 
mastery. Because he so spoke, the 
least and the greatest were won to his 
mission. Little children carried the 
flag with its sign; eager youth wore 


the badge and accepted the covenant, 
and the wide world acclaimed his min- 
istry. 

"Faith, loyalty and fellowship were 
three great words of our leader's mili- 
tant vocabulary — faith in God, faith 
in man, loyalty to the truth, and fel- 
lowship with all who love the truth 
and strive to help her cause. He 
believed! He knew the One whose 
first crown was made from thorns, 
and Whose throne was first a cross. 

"The personal experience of Fran- 
cis E. Clark was as profound as it was 
simple, and it was profound! He 
made Christian Endeavor pre-eminent- 
ly Christian because he was pre-emin- 
ently a Christian. Let those who fol- 
low after him remember that! He 
was a prophet of the new world. His 
biography for the past forty years is 
the story of practically every move- 
ment for human progress. He knew 
and encouraged them all. He never 
ceased from preaching the social or- 
der whose Magna Charta is thi 
mon on the Mount, but he never failed 
to declare ‘without Me ye can do no 
thing.’ 

“With the great life, passed now 
from time to eternity, from mortal 
promise into spiritual fulfilment, 
walked always in the way of service 
and honor the one he loved dearer 
than life, and next to his God. She 
la joined to all that he bore and 
achieved. She shares with him the 
love of our hearts. Today she and 
the children she bore him are first In 
our thoughts. 

"Francis E. Clark lives! He has 
but gone to his coronation. 

"His office chair is empty, his fa- 
cile pen at rest and headquarters’ 
shall nevermore be made ready for 
his return from distant lands. But he 
is not dead. 

"Across the world the heart of 
youth shall grieve; through misty 
eyes they shall read in all the tongues 
how their good St. Francis passed in 
quiet slumber. Ah, youth shall 
mourn, but not as those who have no 
hope. He is not dead. Youth knows! 

“Gentle and wise; steadfast and 
prophetic, loving and beloved; unsur- 
passed genius, in decision and choice; 
at once masterful and self-effacing; 
missionary itinerant incomparable 
since Paul who was the first: next to

ABOUT TOWN

Frame A. Goodwin, State Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles, addressed the Wor- 
cester Safety Council at the Hotol 
Bancroft in that city recently. He 
said, "The time has come for every 
official in charge of a police depart- 
ment to put his foot down on all fix- 
ing. When this is done, and not un- 
til then, will automobiles cease mowing 
down the cltizents on our highways. 
There must bo a strict and impartial 
enforcement of tho law against all mo- 
torists who are driving recklessly by 
intersections of streets without slow- 
ing down, and through streets crowd- 
ed with children and other pedes- 
trians. Many cases have been called 
to my attention where police officers 
have been sent out to apprehend these 
careless and reckless drivers, only to 
have their reports torn up by their 
superior officers in station houses, af- 
ter friends had called and fixed them.” 

These remarks of Registrar Good- 
win whoso own grandchild was killed 
by an automobile recently, should be 
of a particular interest in Newton at 
this time because of the opposition 
which has developed among some to 
the re-appointment of Chief of Police 
Burke. The Chief has been re-appoint- 
ed by Mayor Childs and his name will 
be submitted to the aldermen for con- 
firmation at the meeting on June 6th. 
The principal reason for the opposi- 
tion having developed against the 
Chief is — "because he will not ’fix’ 
cases." He has made it a practice 
not to override his subordinates when 
they arrest persons for violating the 
automobile laws. 

At least one person opposing the 
re-appointment is quite “peeved” 
with the Chief because the latter 
refused to “fix” the case of a 
certain individual arrested for driving 
while under the influence of liquor. 
This person, not a resident of New- 
ton, is a man of wealth, and moves in 
exclusive society. When he was un- 
fortunate enough to be arrested while 
driving a car after having imbibed 
well, hut not wisely, according to the 
testimony of the arresting officer, 
some individuals went to extreme 
measures to exculpate him from 
the charge. He was found guilty 
in the Newton Court, but because the 
arresting officer changed his testi- 
mony, the case against the alleged of- 
fender had to he dropped. Inciden- 
tally he obtained several times more 
undesirable notoriety than does the 
usual person who is convicted of 
drunken driving." 

When men prominent in communi- 
ties endeavor to influence other men 
tippointed to enforce the law, so that 
the latter will he derelict in their duty, 
or will be so partial that they will 
allow those who have a “pull” to es- 
cape punishment, while those less for- 
tunate must take their medicine, is it 
to be wondered at that there seems to 
be a growing disrespect for Law and 
Order? If there is to be an apprecia- 
ble lessening in the terrible toll of 
those killed and maimed because of 
drunken and reckless automobile 
drivers, the law must he enforced im- 
partially. A wealthy drunken driver 
is just as much a menace as a poor 
drunken driver. If those "with a 
drag’’ can escape punishment when 
they violate the law, it does not re- 
quire much imagination to visualize 
the gradual breaking down of the effi- 
ciency of our police departments. In 
the opinion of some, the reason Chief 
Burke should not continue to hold of- 
fice is because of his persistent re- 
fusal lo be “accommodating” to the 
would-be “fixers." According to the 
principles enunciated by Registrar 
Goodwin, the Chief should he com- 
mended, rather than condemned for 
stubbornly refusing to “make fish of 
some, and flesh of others.”

CARS DERAILED 


American Express Train Leaves 
Tracks at Auburndale 


At 11:30 last night n« the American 
Express train for Albany was ap- 
proaching the Commonwealth avenue 
bridge nt Auburndale, the Ioeomotlvo 
left the rails, jounced over tho ties for 
nearly 200 yards, and came to a stop 
opposite the yard of tho Whlto-Cary 
Lumber Company, half toppled over.

The seven cars not derailed were soon 
coupled onto another engine and des- 
patched. It took a wrecking crew a 
number of hours to get the locomo- 
tive and the two forward cars back 
onto the rails.

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ONE THING AND ANOTHER

I’m off to the "City Hall” hearing, 
They tell me It’s next Monday night, 
I’m rarln’ to go, I look for some allow, 
And hope for a free-for-all fight. 

A new city hall I am strong for, 
Although I don’t really know why, 

It’s now In the air, some day t’ will be 
here, 

Perhaps In the sweet bye and bye. 

No, I haven’t a fav’rlte location, 

One site or another for me, 

Triangle or square, in fact anywhere, 
To any old place I’ll agree. 

No doubt they’ll need plenty of money, 
Such buildings must have many frills, 
So let ’em spend big, in the treasury 
dig, 

1 don’t have to settle the bills. 


In spite of the warning that our 
hearts should be free from “envy, ha- 
tred and malice,” I happen to be one 
of those who cannot help a feeling of 
envy for the individual who is handy 
at tying bundles. I wonder just why 
it is that some of us are gifted In this 
direction while others are dumb in- 
deed when we seek to make a neat 
looking package with the aid of paper 
and string. 

Sometimes It has occurred to me 
that I did not have paper enough and 
to that end I have obtained a large 
stock of paper and twine, confident 
that nothing could stop me from pro- 
ducing one of the neatest bundles 
that was ever carried. On such occa- 
sions I have concluded with the con- 
viction that I was too liberal with the 
paper and have then began shearing 
off large chunks. The result has been 
far from satisfactory, according to my 
esthetic tastes. 

Then I have tried to be sparing with 
paper and when my task was finished 
1 have found a gaping space or void 
which was so offensive to my gaze 
that I undertook the job all over 
again. In both Instances or methods 
the task has been an extended one and 
I have required more time than an 
artisan who is paid by the hour. 

On the other hand it has been my 
privilege to see a man do a nifty 
piece of work with paper and twine in 
the shake of a lamb’s tail, as the old 
folks used to say. He seemed to be 
able to estimate the amount of paper 
required with one quick glance and to 
have a bundle ready in jig time. How 
admission that it was not in my line, 
do they do it, I ask you? 

If that was all I might rest with the 
but when this man or woman, for 
some women are fully as dexterous as 
men, breaks off the twine by snapping 
it around the forefinger! Gosh! It 
is then I am completely floored. Here 
is something that to me is barely 
short of miraculous — giving a thick 
piece of twine a clever twist and caus- 
ing the strands to part as evenly as if 
cut with a knife or scissors! It’s won- 
derful, and to some of us more won 
derful than to others. 

It is not my Intention to offer ad- 
vice to those who make the traffic 
regulations for our beloved burg. They 
might take me seriously and suggest 
that I sit in at a conference on re- 
vised rules. Such an honor would in 
deed gratify my vanity but I wouldn’t 
be of much use as a counsellor. 

Instead, what I have to say shall b > 
offered in the form of a request, a po- 
lite, although earnest appeal. In that 
way 1 hope to achieve my purpose. At 
the junction of Park and Vernon 
streets, Ward 7. there is, in my opin- 
ion. a situation that is really grave, 
at least after nightfall. There are two 
hills, or shall we call them sharp 
grades— one coming down Park street 
and the other down Vernon street. 

Many vehicles turn off Tremont 
street and head South, either up Park 
street or turning into Park street, 
swing abruptly right and take Vernon 
street. There is indeed as great a 
traffic over Park street and Vernon 
street as well, while other vehicles 
turn from Vernon into Park and then 
left into Tremont street. 

* I submit my case to those familiar 
with the situation at this point and 
feel confident that will stand hack of 
me. Now then, in broad daylight this 
situation is none too good. When 
school children are on their way to 
or from classes, a policeman guards 
this junction, but at night it requires 
caution, a quality which some automo- 
bile drivers seem not to possess. 

In short. I am hopeful that some- 
thing be done to produce a light at 
this corner. Perhaps a silent police- 
man would answer the purpose. I’m 
thinking that it would, but as 1 again 
assert I do not pretend to he able to 
solve traffic problems. I know that a 
serious one exists nt this point. May- 
be an arc light will guide night traf- 
fic on its way, hut nevertheless tin? 
fact remains that it is a dark and 
dangerous corner, not sufficiently 
lighted at night and offering great 
possibilities of peril both to drivers 
and pedestrians. 


Signs posted in the cars of the Pos- 
ton Elevated show the desire of the 
road to obtain the co-operation of pas- 
sengers in a safety-first and happy- 
riding campaign. Various suggestions 
are offered as to how one may help 
the road speed up the movement of 
traffic and make things pleasant all 
round. I am an optimist myself and 
therefore thoroughly approve of these 
signs and requests. 

But the art of traveling is becoming 
moro and more complicated. Only the 
other day I spent the half-hour of a 
trolley ride trying to memorize a sign 
that described the meaning of the 
white post markings. I am ashamed 
to admit that I couldn’t commit to 
memory those simplo rules. I shall 
ask the General Manager of the Elev- 
ated for a copy and study them until 
I know them backwards, for the rea- 
son it may be I shall got “turned 
round” some day. 

These pole-marking rules or speci- 
fications or whatever they may be 
are informative, that is, once the mind 
lias grasped them. They te'l you that 
the white band painted soandso means 
this or that and painted this way 
means something else. A red band 
over tliu white or u white build over 


the red means something else again. 
And so on. 

It will be a memory test worth 
while and I admit it, if once I know 
what these markings indicate, but will 
they remain permanent or will there 
be a change? Before I learn them 
word for word I must be assuted no 
one will work a change In them. 

I saw some people try to enter the 
front end of a Newton-bound trolley 
car at Harvard avenue, Allston. One 
would think, from the manner of the 
motorman, they were trying to per- 
petrate a crime. They fled to the rear 
door when he shouted loud words of 
reproach. But who could blame these 
prospective passengers? They hail 
just alighted from a Dudley street-All- 
ston car, which, when one is travel- 
ing to Dudley street may be entered 
from either end. If the road makes 
different rules for different lineH why 
should passengers be bawled-out it 
they become confused? 

Let the Elevated post a few signs 
urging the motormen and conductors 
to co-operate with the passengers and 
see if that doesn’t help some. 


A condition has arisen in Newton 
which I trust will serve to impress 
upon our citizens the value of the civ- 
il service system — as far it goes. I 
hope that they will see the need of 
further extending the policy of keep- 
ing appointive offices out of politics. 
In fact, the illustration to which I re- 
fer proves, in my opinion, that there 
are still faults in the general plan 
which should be corrected. 

Most everybody is familiar with the 
trials of an executive, whether he be 
Mayor, County Commissioner, Gover- 
nor or President of our country. One 
of the greatest problems that beset 
a man in any of these positions is the 
insistent appeals of job-hunters. They 
and their friends can take up more 
valuable time of a chief executive in 
urging the qualifications of a candi- 
date for appointment than some ques- 
tion of vital importance to all citi- 
zens. 

The establishment of a civil service 
system was a blessing and over and 
over again the wisdom of its found 
ers has been exemplified. Think of 
what would happen if a Governor had 
the say in selecting clerks of several 
thousand minor positions. It would 
simply become his entire work. 

There are numerous places to be 
filled in city and state service now 
that do not come under civil service 
as we say, and they cause no end of 
unnecessary bother and vexation to 
men with appointive power. I once 
heard a man, who was at that time 
Mayor of Boston, say “I think I’d 
go crazy if it wasn’t for civil service,” 
and lie wasn’t easily upset either. 

But to get back to Newton. Years 
ago we voted to place the ofilce of 
Chief of Police under civil service, it 
wj an excellent plan as has been 
shown. But now, with our present 
chief past the age of retirement, w 
find that the law will permit his iv 
appointment annually for a period of 
five years if t lie Mayor nominates him 
and the Aldermen approve. We know 
that Mayor Childs has nominated 
Chief Burke and that the question of 
confirmation is in abeyance. It all 
depends on the pleasure of the Alder 
men. 

I do not propose to advise the Al- 
dermen as to what course they should 
pursue next Monday night or at whar 
ever time they see fit to take up Chief 
Burke's name. All I wish to say is 
that the Police Department is thrust 
back into politics where it does not be- 
long. I am sure that if I were an 
Alderman and Chief Burke’s name 
was before me I should unhesitatingly 
vote for confirmation. I have known 
him since my boyhood and apart from 
our friendship I am well aware of the 
service he has performed for the city. 

What I want to point out, however, 
is that the law should never have been 
so framed as to put a public official, 
at the end of many years of duty, into 
a position where he becomes a politi- 
cal football. That statute should be 
amended.

MR. SHARKEY OF NEWTON 

The city of Newton enjoyed consid- 
erable publicity recently because of 
the fact that one Joseph P. Cukosliay 
is a resident of this burg. Mr. Cukoshay 
has attained an appreciable standing 
in the realm of ilstiana during the 
past few venrs under the pseudonym 
“Jack Sharkey.” While a member of 
the United States Navy, Mr. Sharkey 
became proficient in the manly, if not 
gentle art of pugilism. So efficient did 
he become in “handling his mitts,” that 
when his term of enlistment expired 
with “Uncle Sam," he adopted pugil- 
ism as a profession. There are many 
in this country who do not approve of 
this profession.

Johnson had been touted as the most 
promising prospect to knock the crown 
off the curly head of Mr. Jack Demp- 
sey. In company with the great ma- 
joritv of those in attendance at the 
Arena on that evening, we expected 
Mr. Johnson to knock Mr. Sharkey to 
a decidedly reclining position. To the 
surprise of the assemblage, it was Mr. 
Johnson who took the horizontal atti- 
tude We were quite elated that night 
over the ability displayed by Mr. Shar- 
key, and prophesied that he might be 
a future champion, provided he could 
become more proficient at in fighting. 

Our faith in him was quite shattered 
during the next couple of years. Al- 
though he won many contests, he suf- 
fered serious reverses at the hands 
tor fists) of several scrappers including 
one Romero Rojas. Incidentally a per- 
son named James Maloney, who emi- 
grated from out around Kansas to 
South Boston, arose as an obstacle 
to Mr. Sharkey’s pugilistic: advance- 
ment. But Mr. Sharkey came back. He 
came back with a vengeance. He 
stepped into the limelight last year 
when he won a victory over the much 
feared Harry Wills, the Ethiopian gen- 
tleman who’ had been endeavoring for 
several vears to mix wallops with Jack 
Dempsey. Mr. Dempsey apparently 
thought' “that Mr. Wills was bad med- 
icine,” and refused to meet him. Like- 
wise Mr. Gene Tunney displayed no 
great desire to trade punches with the 
dusky Mr. Wills. So when Mr. Shar- 
key made Harry look like a “selling 
plater,” his name was heralded from 
Boston to Los Angeles. The recent 
encounter between those bitter rivals, 
Mr Malonev and Mr. Sharkey, has 
been so thoroughly discussed in the 
daily press, that it would be superflu- 
ous for us to give any details of it 
here. , . 

Mr. Sharkey, so we have read, is a 
native of Binghamton, New York. 
Just how he happened to select Boston 
as his place of domicile when he con- 
cluded his service in the Navy, we do 
not know, but he must have been fav 
orablv impressed with our neighboring 
metropolis. When he commenced to 
shine in local pugilistic circles, his 
residence was announced as being in 
Roxbury. A few years ago he fell in 
love with an attractive young lady who 
resided in the neighboring village of 
Brighton, and married her. Follow- 
ing the wedding Mr. and Mrs. Sharkey 
made their home near Commonwealth 
avenue, Brighton.

Miss Jackson described the 
squalor of these people’s homes, and 
the unsanitary conditions in the fac- 
tories, hut of the prosperity of the oil 
industry which is the main industry. 
She told of their distrust tint! of their 
insincerity, hut of their splendid spir 
it of hospitality that is in such in- 
consistent contrast. The ordinary 
liild goes to the ninth grade where 
the child of more well-to-do parents 
goes much further. Hopeful signs in 
the country are the definite movement 
toward suffrage, and the appreciation 
of the Junior Red Cross fostered by 
the United States. A question period 
also brought out much of interest.

become Informed, and so to become a 
vital force wherever she may lie placed 
in life. All Clubwomen know the alms 
and interests of their own home Clubs ; 
the majority are kept Informed of the 
same* concerning the State Federation. 
But sometimes the work of our Gen- 
eral Federation seems far off, so to 
bring this closer to our 4,000 women in 
Newton, and to show them how close 
wo are In reality, your editor gives this 
brief report. The General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, tho largest organ- 
ized body of women in the world, is 
this week convening in annual ses- 
sion — May 30th to June 4th inclusive 
— at Grand Rapids, Michigan. At this, 
the Biennial Council meeting, oflicers, 
executive board, State directors, trus- 
tees, department, division and standing 
committeo chairmen, State Federation 
presidents and presidents of individual 
clubs holding direct membership in 
the General Federation, constitute the 
distinguished gathering. Aside from 
tlie stupendous psychological effect of 
such an assembling of foremost women 
in effort to progress, there is the un- 
told value of knowledge gained. 

The program of the General Fed- 
eration is world-wide in scope and in- 
terest, touching more than 100 sepa- 
rate subjects of human interest, prog- 
ress and relationship. The most vital 
and timely of these topics are being 
discussed by authorities of national 
repute. Is it surprising then, that en- 
thusiasm mingles with inspiration in 
such a gathering! 

"Control and Prevention of Floods 
in the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers," 
is the subject of an address given this 
Friday evening (June 3rd) by Mr. 
George H. Maxwell, executive director 
of the National Reclamation Associa- 
tion of Washington, D. C., and New 
Orleans. Mr. Maxwell is accounted the 
nation’s foremost authority on flood 
control and prevention. This address 
will be followed by a composite pic- 
ture of conservation efforts, in the sev- 
eral States, showing what has been 
accomplished and what is projected. 
Slides of interesting and beautiful 
spots in every State in the Union will 
be used. 

Mr. Frank A. Arnold, director of de- 
velopment of the National Broadcast- 
ing Company of New York City, spoke 
Tuesday evening, May 31st, on "Radio: 
The University of the Air,” with spe- 
cial reference to the plan of this com- 
pany to present the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra concerts and ad- 
dresses by Mr. Walter Damrosch, for- 
mer director of the orchestra, in na- 
tion-wide broadcasts next season. Miss 
Harriet Munroe, editor of the “Poetry" 
magazine, also gave an address of 
artistic scope and read some of her 
poems at this session. 

The Wednesday evening program, 
June 1st. featured an address by Dr. 
Clarence C. Little, president of the 
University of Michigan, whose subject 
was "Health Education in the Home.” 

Mrs. John Dickinson Sherman, pres- 
ident of the Federation, is presiding at 
all sessions; at the Tuesday morning 
session she delivered her annual ad- 
dress, and on Wednesday evening she 
was the honor guest at a reception 
given at the Pantlind Hotel by Michi- 
gan hostesses. At the Tuesday even- 
ing session Hon. Elvin Swarthout. 
mayor of Grand Rapids. Mrs. Alfred 
J. Knapp, president of the Michigan 
Federation and Mrs. Dorian M. Rus- 
sell. chairman of the local Biennial 
Council Board, gave addresses of wel- 
come to which Mrs. Sherman respond 
ed. A dinner was given by the Mich 
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theory or the “sayso” of those in whom 
they have confidence — sometimes woe- 
fully misplaced as they learn to their 
cost in listening to the suave explana- 
tions of self-interested promoters — but; 
do not know personally. To them, too, j 
can be brought many of the interest- 
ing and fascinating studies that women 
who can steal away from home for a 
few hours have been delving into, and 
an equally valuable — and unexplored 

field can be brought to their atten- I 
tion with worthwhile results. 

It was because the business and pro- 
fessional women had felt for some | 
time that there was this unexplored 
field for them to roam, from which 
they were barred by business hours, 
that they sought to till this need by an 
organization which they might call 
their own. Expressing this, the group 
met by invitation of Mrs. Stephen E. 
Wright, past president, and formed 
their sub-organization of the Auburn 
dale Woman’s Club, electing oflicers to 
look after their group interests for the 
coming year. Those elected were: 
chairman, Miss Edna Molr; sub-chair- 
man, Miss Coar MacKenzie; secretary, 
Miss Adrienne E. Smith; treasurer, 
Miss Ellen Fuller; advisers, for the 
Auburndale Woman’s Club, Mrs. G. L. 
Nudd, Mrs. S. E. Wright. Mrs. A. L. 
Puffer, and Mrs. J. L. Brown; chairman 
of Program Committee, Miss Nan 
Strang; chairman of Music Commit- 
toe. Miss Agnes Strang; and chairman 
of Sports Committee. Miss Mary But- 
ler. 

Tho purpose of tho organization is 
given "to promote friendship, loyalty. j 
and servlco." Mootings will bo held on 
tho second Monday of the month, dut- 
lng the usual Club year, from October 
to April, inclusive, at the Auburndale 
Club, in tho Woman’s Club Room. 

Ah Clubwomen we wish them sue- 1 
cess and happiness in their purpose , 
and accomplishments.

The session devoted 
to the department of public welfaro 
considered “Building for tho Future," 
"Education for Health," "Government 
Housekeeping and Standardization” 
and "Industry as It Concerns Us." 

The Department of tho American 
Home offered tho following fascinating 
subjects for discussion which makes 
all progressive women wish they could 
have been present: "Creating a Back- 
ground for the Homemaker," "Who Is 
Encouraging tho Teaching of Home 
Economics,” "Comforts and Discom- 
forts of tho Farm Woman."

Inci- 
dentally, Mrs. Kimball has among 
other things about 1,500 mugs stored 
here, of all kinds, sizes, patterns, and 
uses, and in all manner of materials, 
from heavy to fragile. Wo would not 
call undue attention to wonder as to 
this particular fad, especially In view 
of this Tavern liuving been one to min- 
ister to tho thirsty, for far bo it, wo 
know, for one of Mrs. Kimball's stern 
puritan ancestry, to havo any motlvo 
or leaning toward such a choice of 
collections. 

This is what Mrs. Kimball tells us 
about it: 

Beneath tho stately elms which 
shade tho aristocratic main street of 
Amherst, stands this historic liostol- 
ry which is of more than passing In- 
terest. The old Dickinson-Baggs Tav- 
ern in 1772 began to sustain tho repu- 
tation of Its hospitable signboard: — 
"Drink for tho thirsty, food for tho 
liunu t y, lodging for ’the weary and 
keeping for the horses."

EVENTFUL WEEK FOR BOY SCOUTS 

Three Eagle 


Successful Rally Held on Claflin Field. 

Badges Awarded 


BURKE TO CONTINUE 


Many Technical Points Made 
His Retention in Oflice 


Scouts, officers ancl audience all 
joined in declaring that the Seventh 
Annual Rally of Norumbega Council. 

B. S. A., held at Claflin Field on Sat- 
urday afternoon last, was one of the 
best ever they took part In. The events 
were run olT by the officers smoothly 
and promptly and the whole program 
proved most effective and Inspiring. 

At two o’clock the judges met at 
Council Headquarters, 259 Walnut 
street, Newtonvllle, under Chief Judge 
Donald North, and were assigned to 
the events which they were to judge. 
Regional Executive Harold B. Con- 
verse, the National Boy Scout repre- 
sentative In New England, met with 
them. 

Acting President Marcy escorted 
Mr. Converse and Honorary Commis- 
sioner James C. Irwin to the field and 
Secretary of the Council James It. 
Warren escorted the judges to their 
places at the head of the Council line 
which formed on Elm road. 

Activity began on the field at two 
o’clock, when the Seascouts under 
Skipper Morgan Harris and Mate A. 

C. Dinsmore reported for their guard 
duty. At the same time Troops had 
their pup tents for equipment being 
pitched under the direction of Clerk of 
Course F. W. Oilcreas, chairman of 
the Rally Committee, Marshall I. 
Stone, as going over all equipment 
and preparations to be sure that ev- 
erything was In readiness. 

Shortly after two o’clock Scouts be- 
gan reporting to their District forma- 
tions at the old gymnasium on Elm 
road and were lined up In the follow- 
ing order: District I, under Deputy 
Commissioner Marshall I. Stone, with 
the following Troops: Troop 1. under 
Scoutmaster A. D. Quimby and offi- 
cers, 54 Scouts present and their 
whole Troop Committee; Troop 7, un- 
der Scoutmaster R. L. Underwood, 
three officers and 25 out of 40 Scouts 
present: Troop 11, under Acting Scout- 
master Harvey Macuen with three of- 
ficers and 31 Scouts out of 33. Troop 
1 had 54 out of 57 Scouts present. 

Leading the District was the Council 
Drum and Bugle Corps, under Drum 
Major Richard Schroeder. 

Then came the Council colors, with 
Eugle Scout Arnold Nichols, of Troop 
1, as the Color Sergeunt. 

Following was District 2, under Dep 
uty Commissioner Oilcreas with these 
Troops and officers: Troop 4, under 
Scoutmaster Frank Lichtenthaeler and 
an Assistant, with 47 Scouts, a 100 
per cent attendance; Troop 5, under 
Assistant Scoutmaster Ralph Emery 
and 45 out of 46 Scouts present; Troop 
10, under Assistant Scoutmaster Win- 
throp Rhodes and 36 out 45 Scouts 
present; Troop 14, under Scoutmaster 
Herbert Kestle and an Assistant with 
20 out of 24 Scouts there; Troop 18, 
under Scoutmaster Henry Ohler, with 
16 out of 25 Scouts; and Troop 19, 
under Scoutmaster Myron C. Settle and 
an Assistant, with 21 out of 24 Scouts 
on hand. 

At exactly 2:55 o’clock, the Adjutant 
gave the command, “Forward, March.’’ 
and the Rally was on. The Council 
made an impressive sight, marching in 
columns of fours, with music sounding 
and colors flying, and the neckerchiefs 
of the Scouts making a flash of color 
as the khaki ranks moved up Elm road 
down Lowell avenue and on to the 
field. 

On the field, the Council was lined 
up in two ranks, facing the grand 
stand, which was soon filled -with par- 
ents and friends. Then there was roll 
call, folllowed by inspection by Major 
A. B. Hitchcock, whose son is an 
Eagle Scout in Troop 5, and Major 
William MacCleaves, who commented 
very favorably on the fine appearance 
of the Scouts In line. 

Then Commissioner Woodbridge 
took charge of the Council again and 
called the Council colors forward. 


Facing the Council, the ceremony of 
colors brought every Scout to salute 
and the audience to its feet, as the 
Council drummers, Richard Marcy 
and Harrry Tapper, of Troop 4, 
sounded three rolls of the drum and 
then the clear notes of the bugle 
sounded, played by Seascout Thoro- 
good. 

The Council then passed in Review 
before the Commissioner, Mayor Ed- 
win O. Childs, and officers of Norum- 
bega Council, with the officers salut- 
ing and the Scouts doing eyes right. 

The lines of fours passed down the 
field and the drum and bugle corps 
proceeded with a splendid demonstra- 
tion under Drum Major Arnold Nich- 
ols, of Troop 1. 

The Council then was turned over 
to Deputy Commissioner Oilcreas and 
the events began. The first was fric- 
tion fire, won by Scout Emmons Brown 
of Troop 4. The second place was 
won by James Cobb, who hobbled 
on the field on crutches, having hurt 
his foot the preceding day getting 
material in the woods for the Rally. 
He had a fire almost going several 
times, hut each time it was blown 
out by the wind. He stuck to the job 
and finally won second place by his 
perseverance, giving Troop 5 three 
points towards its score. Third place 
was won by Troop 1, giving It one 
point. 

Semaphore signalling, the two-flag 
method used for short distance sig- 
nalling, was tied between Troops 5 
and 10. so the judges gave each four 
points. Third place was taken by 
Troop 1. 

The water-boiling contest always 
.holds interest for everyone, and it 
was taken with five points by Troop 
5, as the soapy water first boiled 
over, hissing on the hot fire. 

Second place wa taken with three 
points by Troop 14 and third by Troop 
10 . 

Morse signalling, used for long dis- 
tance sending, was won by Troop 5 
second hv Troop 11 and third by Troop 
7. 

First Aid, in which the Scout pa 
tients were much be-handaged and be- 
splintered for broken limbs, cuts and 
wounds, was won by Troop 19; second 
place by Troop 7 and third by Troop 5. 

Knot-tying, open to teams of four 
each, consisting of two Tenderfoots 
and two second class Scouts, was won 
by Troop 4. second place by Troop 
14 and third by Troop 18. 

The Drill event was run in heats, 
the first two places being counted in 
pacli heat and the four winners of 
the heat being tried out for three 
places. In this event Assistant Scout 
master Ralph Emery distinguished 
himself as a drillmaster, for he went 
on the field with Troop 5 without 
any experience, Scoutmaster William 
Breed, who planned to drill the Troop 
having been suddenly called to New 
York. This event was taken by Troop 

4 with five points, second by Troop 
10 and third by Troop 11. 

At this point in the Rally, Troop 

5 stood in first place with 18 points 
and Troop 4 second with 16 points. 
The feeling of friendly rivalry ran 
high, for Troop 5 had been working 
hard all year to take the Irwin cup 
Trom Troop 4. 

Then according to Rally regulations 
attendance was counted and the score 
was tied, for Troop 4 took first with 
5 points, having 100 per cent attend- 
ance and Troop 5 came second with 
three points, giving them a score of 
21 points each. Troop 10 of Waban, 
one of the newer Troops of the Coun- 
cil, came in next with 8 points and 
then Troop 14 with six points. Troop 
19 took five points. Troop 7 and 11 
four points each. Troop 1. two points 
and Troop 18, one point. 

During tiie Rally Recorder James 
Warren was busy figuring points and

The aldermen on Monday night by a 
vote of 19 to 1 voted to appoint Chief 
Bernard F. Burke as head of the Po- 
lice Department for another year. 
This vote did not represent the real 
opposition against continuing Die 
Chief in office for another year, as at 
least one alderman who voted In the 
affirmative did so for the purpose or 
being able to move for a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote. Chief Burke joined 
the department on December 16, 1889, 
and passing through the ranks of ser- 
geant and lieutenant, was made chief 
in 1922. Last year he reached the age 
limit, 05, and Mayor Childs appointed 
him for another year, in conformity 
with Section 3, Chapter 139, of the 
Special Acts of 1917. At the meeting 
of the aldermen on June 8, 1926, Al- 
derman Heathcote moved that the 
rules be suspended to allow the Board 
to approve the appointment of Mr. 
Burke as chief for one year by the 
Mayor. 

At the meeting of the aldermen on 
May 16th, a communication was re- 
ceived from Mayor Childs which read, 
Gentlemen: — Under the pension act, 
Chief Bernard F. Burke would have 
been retired from the police depart- 
ment on June 22, 1920. With the con- 
sent of your Honorable Board his ser- 
vices may be continued as was done 
one year ago. It is my desire to re- 
tain his services, and I hereby re- 
quest the necessary consent. 

This policy was pursued in the mat- 
ter of continuing former Chief Rand- 
lett in the Fire Department.” 

For a number of weeks there had 
been considerable talk throughout the 
city that a determined campaign was 
being waged by some of the aider- 
men to prevent the confirmation of 
Chief Burke. Persons in touch with 
the aldermen were of the opinion that 
a large majority of the Board would 
be favorable to the continuance in of- 
fice of the chief for another year. The 
Police Chief and the Fire Chief in 
the city of Newton hold their posi- 
tions by virtue of Civil Service until 
they reach the age of 65. Then they 
may be appointed to office from year 
to year by vote of the Board of Aider- 
men, with the approval of the Mayor. 

When the matter of the Chief’s re- 
appointment was reached at the alder- 
manic meeting on Monday night, Al- 
derman Hodgdon arose and asked it 
the aldermen were to appoint the 
Chief, or if the matter was to be con- 
strued os a confirmation of the 
Mayor’s appointment? President 
Weeks replied by reading Mayor 
Childs’ letter. 

Alderman Hodgdon then raised the 
question, Has the city physician sub- 
mitted to the aldermen a certificate 
showing that the Chief is in good 
health?” 

City Solicitor Bartlett informed him 
that such action on the city physi 
sian’s part was unnecessary. Hodg 
don next raised the point as to wheth- 
er or not Chief Burke had himself re- 
quested that he be continued in of- 
fice for another year, in accordance 
with Section 3. Chapter 139, of the 
Special Acts of 1917, which reads, 
The chief of the police department 
upon reaching the age of 65 years 
may, at his request, and by vote of 
the board of aldermen, approved by 
the Mayor, he continued in office from 
year to year.” City Solicitor Bartlett 
ruled that inasmuch as the request 
had been made by the Mayor Instead 
of by the Chief, it had not been pr< 
seated in regular form and so was 
not properly before t He Board. Presi 
dent Weeks therefore ordered the 
matter laid on the table. 

Chief Burke was sent for and later 
in the meeting reached City Hall and 
presented the request that he be re 
appointed for another year. Where- 
upon the matter was taken from tin 
table. Alderman Hodgdon, as spokes 
man for the opponents of Chlel 
Burke, again started to interrogate 
City Solicitor Bartlett regarding cer- 
tain parts of the City Charter which 
appeared to offer loopholes that would 
enable the minority to block the re 
appointment of the Chief. He asked 
Mr. Bartlett to explain the definition 
of Section 12 of the charter. Mr 
Bartlett replied that this section is 
quite long, and he requested his ques 
t loner to specify just what part of the 
section he wished defined. The Ward 
5 alderman answered that he wanted 
the secopd part of the section ex 
plained, as the language therein la 
vague. The City Solicitor replied “1 
cannot improve upon the language 
used.” Mr. Hodgdon then made 
known that he sought information as 
to whether, or not, a motion for re 
consideration could be mado follow 
lng the result of the vote upon the 
appointment of Chief Burke; such mo- 
tion in accordance with the charter to

Allle Dickenson. For several weeks 
past Brownell and Francis L. Bacon, 
director of secondary education, have 
been carefully considering the appli- 
cations of some sixty or more coaches 
who applied for the position. Whether 
or not Sullivan will continue to hold 
the position as head coach after the 
1928 season depends largely on his 
ability to meet expectations in the 
development of standard Newton 
teams. 

The new coach has had a great 
deal of experience in the two branches 
of sport as well as in basketball. Dur- 
ing his career at Rhode Island State, 
from which he graduated in 1914. he 
was a 12-letter man. He won four 
letters each in football, basketball 
and baseball there being no rule at 
that time forbidding freshman from 
varsity competition and in addition he 
had the honor of being captain of 
each of the three teams. In 1912 he 
captained the football eleven and in 
his senior year the basketball and 
baseball teams. Only his refusal to 
accept the captaincy of the football 
team in his final year prevented him 
from leading the eleven a second time. 

The year following his graduation 
he assumed the position as head coach 
of football and baseball at the Arms 
Academy, a semi-private and semi- 
public institution at Sheibourne Falls. 
In March of 1918 he accepted a posi- 
tion on the teaching staff at Newton 
high where he is now head of the 
drafting department and a teacher of 
science. Mr. Sullivan is a familiar 
figure to the athletes of the school 
and is well-acquainted with the coach- 
ing methods used by the late Mr. Dick- 
inson. These methods have put New- 
ton among the foremost of Masssachu- 
setts schools and it is the desire of 
the Newton authorities that they be 
followed as closely as possible in the 
future. 

Since graduating from college the 
new Newton mentor has played con- 
siderable semi-pro hall and at one time 
was a member of the Worcester team 
of the old New England league. No 
announcement has been made as to 
who Mr. Sullivan’s assistants will be 
although it is said that they have 
been selected. It is probable that 
Warren Blue, former Newton high ath- 
lete who has assisted Mr. Dickinson 
the past few years, will be Sullivan’s 
right hand man. Blue will doubtless 
take the linesmen while Sullivan will 
take the backfield. The latter's posi- 
tion on the football team at Rhode 
Island State was at quarterback and 
he will probably spend a great deal 
of time with the candidates for that 
berth.

BLEACHERS COLLAPSE 

Accident at Open Air Concert at High School Injures a 
Large Number of Spectators 


Last Friday night. Just as the third 
outdoor concert by the orchestra cho- 
rus and band of the Newton High 
School was about to start, several sec- 
tions of the temporary grandstand col- 
lapsed slightly injuring 17 of the per- 
sons occupying them. The police on 
duty at the grounds, under command 
of Serg. William Mahoney, quickly 
rescued the victims, and quieted the 
confusion. Oliver K. Smith. 371 Wal- 
tham street, who was injured about 
the legs, was taken to his home by 
the police after receiving medical 
treatment. Miss Winifred Bouzan of 
1320 Centre street, suffered a sprained 
ankle. Others who received slight in- 
juries. consisting of sprained ankles, 
bruised and cut legs and feet, includ- 
ed — Robert Duncan. 9 Adena road: 
Mrs. Ruby McNaughton. 98 Withing- 
ton road; Mrs. Howard Waybrieht, 66 
Harvard street; Mrs. Ernest Nichols, 
56 Madison avenue; Mrs. Raymond 
Littlefield, 360 Waltham street: Mrs 
John Crowley. 30 Ricker road: Mrs. 
Arthur Burdeck, .84 Walker street: 
Mrs. Eleanor Slaght, Schenectady. N. 
Y.: Mrs. Frederic Leatherbee. 54 Ox- 
ford road: Mrs. Gus Ulmer. 32 Bowen 
street: Mrs. Francis Rodman. 73

The temporary grandstands had 
been erected between the new gym- 
nasium and the Technical High 
School. The sections which collapsed 
had been placed on filled ground, and 
the supports sinking into the ground 
under the weight of the many specta- 
tors in the stands, caused the collapse. 
The stands were but seven feet high, 
and as they sank slowly, these two 
factors prevented serious injuries be- 
ing suffered by the people who were 
on the collapsed sections. The stands 
had been inspected Friday morning 
by an inspector from the Public Build- 
ings Department, and were reported 
safe. While the assembling of the 
stands may have been carefully and 
thoroughly performed, the compara- 
tively new ground under them, was 
not sufficiently firm to serve as proper 
support. 

Building Commissioner Chadwick 
was informed of the collapse of the 
stand later in the evening and at once 
started for the scene, together with 
Inspector Campbell of his department, 
who had inspected the erection of the 
stands on June 1. 2 and 3. as they 
were being erected. They arrived on 
the grounds about lrt o’clock to find 
that the collasped stand had been dis- 
assembled and its parts thrown in 
piles against the gymnasium building. 
This made it difficult to determine the 
cause of the collapse Mr. Chadwick 
telephoned for John McDonald of the 
McDonald Construction Company to 
make a through examination of the 
lumber used in the stand and of the 
ground, in addition to the investiga- 
tion conducted by Mr. Chadwick and 
Mr. Campbell. M r. McDonald arrived 


at the place about 11 o’clock, but was 
unable to make any inspection worth 
while until the next, morning. A very 
comprehensive report was made by 
Commissioner Chadwick and submit- 
ted to Mayor Childs early Tuesday 
morning. 

In this report Mr. Chadwick refers 
to the collapse of a section of the 
temporary stands at a football game 
last Thanksgiving Day. This stand 
had been erected on uneven, frozen 
ground, and had been apparently over- 
loaded. Following its collapse he 
notified the School Department that 
the temporary stands must be in- 
spected before tney could be used in 
the future. Inspector Campbell was 
assigned to this work. He is a grad- 
uate of Yale Engineering School and 
has had 10 years' experience on con- 
struction work. The temporary stands 
are the property of the Athletic Asso- 
ciation. so Mr. Chadwick was in- 
formed by Supt. of Schools Wheeler, 
have been used for the past five years 
by the School and Playground Depart- 
ments. and were erected by high 
school students of the Vocational De- 
I partment under the supervision of 
teachers in that department. The 
I stand vhich collapsed had been care- 
fully tested by Inspector Campbell 
and permission was given by him for 
its occupancy by 600 persons. 

The report states that on the night 
of the accident the officials of the 
Building Department, with the aid 
of flash and electric lights, made such 
inspection as possible of conditions, 
but a thorough examination could not 
be made until the next morning. It 
credits those who erected the stands 
with having done their work careful- 
ly. but remarks that the stand was 
overloaded. A broken stringer, one 
of the main props of the stand was 
the supposed immediate cause of the 
collapse. When this stringer broke, 
the stand moved slightly forward and 
to the right, and then collapsed. The 
report states that there was no undue 
settlement in the ground: the left leg 
of the supports made only a slight 
impression in the soil: the right leg 
made an impression 18 inches long 
and 6 to S inches deep, caused by the 
weight of the stand in falling. 

Mr. McDonald's report states that 
he found two of the main seat carri- 
ers had failed between supports, indi- 
cating that these carriers had insuffi- 
cient capacity to withstand the load 
placed upon them. The break showed 
these pieces to be very short grained, 
which is sometimes the case in fir 
lumber. 

The seats in the stand which col- 
lapsed were not reserved, and the 
High School teachers in charge of 
the concert were unable to tell just 
how many persons were on the stand. 
The stands had been kept in good con- 
dition during the years they had been 
used, and any parts which showed 
deterioration had been replaced. In- 
spector Campbell had calculated the 
stresses of the different timbers used 
in them anti had made conservative 
estimates of the number of persons

they could safely hold. The stand 
which collapsed was supposed to he 
safe for 600 persons. The other three 
stands used at the concert were sup- 
posed to hold 500 each. One of these 
stands held the chorus. So far as 
could he learned. 107S tickets were 
sold for the concert. 

In concluding the report Commis- 
sioner Chadwick says, “Whereas these 
stands have been in use for five or 
more years by the School Committee, 
and a great deal of care has been 
taken by the ones in charge of the re- 
placement of any part that appeared 
unsound, and were properly super- 
vised in their erection, that although 
the members appear to be in sound 
condition, it is very apparent from the 
failure that defects or unsound parts 
members exist, and of the uncertain- 
ty of the control of the amount of oc- 
cupants. that It would be unwise to 
continue the use of these stands. 

Summarizing this report and the 
cause of failure. I find that due to ap- 
parent overload, one or more sup-r 
ports ol’ insufficient strength gave 
way near the right hand, or north 
end of the stand, causing a settlement 
which resulted in a strain or drag on 
the remainder of the stand, which 
unbalanced same causing it to fall 
towards the break, and to the ground.” 

Contrary to reports published in 
Boston papers, the collapsed staid 
did not contain the school pupils, 
neither did the cries of the incited 
and the screams of the frightened au- 
dience drown out the music. The 
concert had not started when the 
stand collapsed, so the music did not 
commence until twenty minutes after 
the accident occurred. While it is 
fortunate that more serious results did 
not follow, it is unfair to attempt 
make the accident seem worse than 
it was. The audience showed admira- 
ble restraint and there was little \>m- 
motion. 

The police restored order in a com- 
paratively short time, and the concert 
commenced without much delay hav- 
ing been occasioned. The program 
included three selections each by the 
orchestra, hand and chorus, and one 
selection by till three groups com- 
bined. A xylophone solo was played 
by Floyd Sawyer. The chorus of 600 
hoys and girls was under the direc- 
tion of Edward N. Griffin, supervisor 
of music; the orchestra was directed 
by Charles B. Harrington, and con- 
tained over 70 players: the band, 
under the leadership of Charles R 
Spaulding, numbered 60 instrumental- 
ists. 

Charles H. Mergendahl, as faculty 
manager, and Stanley Horton Jr., as 
student manager, supervised the af- 
fair. The lights on the grounds were 
installed by the Senior boys of the 
electrical course in the Technical 
High. 

The program reflected much credit 
on the leaders of the chorus, orches- 
tra and band, and indicates that with 
such a wealth of young talent in this 
city, Newton should have an auspi- 
cious musicul future. 


CHIEF BURKE APPOINTED FOR

be made within 24 hours Mr. Bart- 
lett answered that any alderman vot- 
ing with the majority could make a 
motion for reconsideration. In an- 
swer to a question from Mr. Hodgdon 
as to whether the vote would be by 
ballot, or a "Yes and No” vote, the 
City Solicitor replied that it should 
be a "Yes and No” vote. Alderman 
Earle moved that a roll-call vote he 
taken. The vote was then (railed for. 
and 19 aldermen voted to appoint 
Chief Burke for another year. Alder- 
man Hodgdon voted in the affirmative 
obviously for the purpose of being 
eligible to move for reconsideration, 
which he did the next day. 

The lone vote in the negative was 
that of Alderman Heathcote, erst- 
while bosom friend and champion or 
Chief Burke, bast year it was Aider- 
man Heathcote who moved that the 
rules be suspended to enable a vote to 
be taken on Mi- re-appointment of th< 
Chief, then moved that he be re-ap- 
pointed. and who highly eulogized 
him. He gave no reasons to the 
Board for his change of attitude. 

The motion for reconsideration will 
ci use the matter to again be brought 
before the Board at its next meeting 
Some of those attempting to prevent 
the Chief from continuing to hold of- 
fice have asserted that “a bombshell" 
will he dropped. 

Prior to the vote taken on the re- 
appointment. Alderman Baker had 
moved that the next meeting of the 
aldermen be held on June 27, rather 
than on June 2fi. because of the col- 
lege functions occurring around the 
latter date. When it became appar- 
ent that a motion to reconsider was 
to be jnade. Alderman Baker movpd 
reconsideration of the vote taken 
which named June 27 as the date of 
the succeeding meeting. His reason 
for this was — that Chief Burke’s term 
expires on June 22nd. Had any of 
the aldermen thought of moving for 
Immediate re-consideration, it would 
have been unnecessary to change the 
date of the next meeting to June 20.

The young man who recently parked 
his car in a prohibited spot, tore up 
the tag requesting him to report to 
the Chief of Police and was cleared 
by the police court on the technical- 
ity that the police regulation did not 
have the sanction of the city govern- 
ment, has made much harder the work 
of the police department in working 
out a satisfactory solution of traffic 
control in Nonant um square. Decent 
minded motorists should always co- 
operate with the police in its control 
of traffic and it is the actions of young 
egotists like the one mentioned above, 
who put their own wishes and their 
own comfort first, which makes the 
traffic problem so serious. The pro- 
hibited area to which we refer is di- 
rectly opposite the fire station in 
Nonantum square and is intended to 
give the lengthy ladder truck suffi- 
cient room to swing out into the 
street, in answering an alarm. We 
don't wish any one any harm but if 
this young man parks his car again 
in this area we won’t shed any tears 
if his machine is soundly sideswiped 
by the truck.

While from the voluminous and 
comprehensive report made by Com- 
missioner Chadwick on the collapse of 
the east bleacher at the High School 
concert last Friday night, one might 
infer that the accident was caused by 
overloading and defective seat carri- 
ers. it is rather singular that the other 
stands which held even more people 
than the east stand stood up under an 
even greater strain. We believe from 
a layman's standpoint that the acci- 
dent was caused by placing this stand 
on unevenly filled ground around the 
gymnasium and that the weight of 
the people gradually caused one leg of 
the seat carriers to sink deeper in the 
ground than the other, causing the 
super structure to sag towards one 
side, and the weight breaking down 
all opposition. It is interesting to 
note the apparently close detail given 
by city officials in matters of this sort, 
and other than the oversight of the 
filled land, everything seemed to be 
most carefully covered.

THIRD IN STATE 


The report of the directors of the 
Watertown Co-operative Bank sub- 
mitted at its 38th annual meeting held 
recently shows a gain in assets of 
one and one third million dollars and 
moving into third place in size out 
of the 220 Co-operative banks In the 
State.

OPPOSE TRIANGLE 


Now City Hull Site Hearing Attracts 
Small Audience 


A hearing on the taking of the land 
at the triangle bounded by Homer and 
Walnut streets * and Commonwealth 
avenue as the location for a new city 
hall and war memorial, was held at 
the meeting of the aldermen last Mon- 
day night. Much le»s opposition than 
was expected, appeared. City Clerk 
Grant read letters from M. Frank Lu- 
cas, Charles P. Cunnlff and Charles 
Watters, protesting against the re- 
moval of the city hall from West New- 
ton. Another letter from Robert F. 
Sawyer of the Newton Upper Falls 
Improvement Society, favored the 
triangle” site. 

George P. Brophy, president of the 
West Newton Business Men’s Asso- 
ciation, delivered the principal argu- 
ment against building a new city hall 
on the “triangle” site. He said he 
Is not opposed to the taking of the 
“triangle" for civic purposes, but that 
city hall should remain at West New- 
ton for the best interests of the city. 
He said In part, that everything ot- 
fered at the “triangle,” can be offered 
at West Newton. The ground at the 
“triangle” is of such a nature, that the 
cost of buildings there will be prob- 
lematical. The cost at West Newton 
will be much less. West Newton is 
more accessible, being on the main 
railroad line, and main street car 
lines. The argument “that the ‘trian- 
gle’ is the geographical centre of the 
city,” is not a good argument. Mr. 
Brophy asked, “Why is not the same 
argument applicable to the State 
House, the national capitol, or the city 
hall of Boston?” He said that he

NEWTON HOSPITAL 

Three sets of twins were born at the 
hospital during May. One set was 
made up of two hoys and eacli of tho 
other two wns a hoy and a girl. In 
May the hospital admitted altogether 
481 patients and discharged 379, It had 
In its charge 149 ns the greatest mint- 
In its charge 1449 ns the greatest num- 
ber on any one day and 114 as the 
smallest number for any day. Its aver- 
age daily number was 135.39. Sixty 
children were born or just less than 
two a day. The out patient depart- 
ment treated 669 cases, the eye clinic 
25, of operating cases there were 222, 
of accident cases 43, x-ray cases 190. 
The social service department made 66 
calls at the hospital, 51 at homes and 
transferred 29 patients in Its car. 

Week ending June 4: Patients in 
hospital 123, patients paying as much 
ns cost of care or more 37, patients 
paying less than cost of enre 56, free 
patients, including babies 30; patients 
treated by out patient department 146, 
by eye clinic 9, accident cases 11, 
babies born, including one set of twins 
made up of one hoy and one girl, 9 
hoys, 4 girls: social service calls at 
homes 7, patients transferred by so- 
cial service car 6. 

Of the accidents treated last week 
two were due to automobiles, one a 
wrist lacerated when a hand was 
thrust through a windshield, the 
other lacerations upon the face. There 
were three children patients, one hurt 
Its nose by falling in a yard, another 
amputated the tip of a finger while 
sawing wood and the third bitten in 
the nose by a dog. The six other ac- 
cidents were a great toe cut while in 
swimming, an infected finger due to a 
scratch, a broken leg and ankle be- 
cause of a fall down stairs, a finger 
badly jammed in a door, a finger hurt 
In a fall to the ground and a foreign 
body which entered the hand while at 
work hammering steel. 

The pupils of the training school 
are planning a tennis tournament on 
the hospital courts which are now in 
constant use.

At the annual meeting of the Mas- 
sachusetts League of Nursing Educa- 
tion held in Boston last Saturday Miss 
Bertha W. Allen, the superintendent 
of the hospital was elected first vice- 
president. Miss Helen Cary, social 
director at the hospital school of 
nursing told of the work as carried 
on at Newton. 


RECEIVES HONORABLE 
MENTION 


Newton High School won the dis- 
tinction of third honorable mention in 
the Community Service division of the 
annual Scholastic Awards for the 
most constructive project for the im- 
provement. of their local community 
carried out by high school students of 
the United States. This announcement 
was made here today by Dr. William 
M. Davidson, superintendent of schools 
of Pittsburgh and chairman of the na- 
tional committee of educators which 
supervised the contest. The contest 
was conducted by the Scholastic, a 
national high school magazine, and 
sponsored by the Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Company. 

The Newton project consisted of a 
campaign against the “bumming” of 
automobile rides by high school boys 
and girls standing on the streets and 
signalling with their hands. This prac- 
tice had grown to such proportions 
that it was endangering the lives as 
well as the morals of the students.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

Written by LEVERKTT D. G. BENTLEY 


How much do you know of the or- 
igin of Flag Day which Ib to be ob- 
aerved throughout the country next 
Tuesday? I confer that my knowl- 
edge of the Hubject was scant until I 
began to look It up. It Interested me, 
for I wondered just how It came about, 
and secondly I believe In It so firmly 
I wanted to learn the source of an- 
other’s inspiration. 

The Continental Congress on the 
fourteenth of June, 1777, adopted the 
following resolution: ‘That the flag 
of the thirteen United States be 
thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white; that the Union be thirteen 
stars, white In a blue field, represent- 
ing a new constellation.” 

So much for that. In 1897, one hun- 
dred and seventeen years later, the 
then Governor of New York gave or- 
ders that on June fourteenth of that 
year the National flag should fly over 
all the public buildings of the State. 
At the same time the citizens of Phil- 
adelphia celebrated the anniversary 
with a sort of holiday. And that was 
the beginning. Everywhere through- 
out the United States the day is now 
fittingly observed by the display of 
old glory on public bulldlgs and pri- 
vate dwellings. 

The law of Massachusetts, passed in 
1911, requires its observance, for it 
reads: “The Governor shall annually 
set apart the fourteenth day of June 
as Flag Day, that date being the anni- 
versary of the adoption of the Nation- 
al Flag by the Continental Congress 
in the year 1777: and shall issue his 
proclamation recommending that the 
day he observed by the people of the 
commonwealth in the display of the 
flag and in such other ways as will be 
in harmony with the general character 
of the day.” 

1 think that among the most inter- 
esting things I have read on Flag Day 
was written by H. G. Wells, the fa- 
mous English essayist and novelist, in 
describing Ills visit to the Educational 
Alliance in New York City while Flag 
Day exercises were in progress.

Says Mr. Wells: "It’s a thing I’m 
glad not to have missed. I recall a 
large, cool room with a sloping floor, 
tier rising above tier of seats and 
desks, and a big class of bright-eyed 
Jewish children, boys and girls, each 
waving two little American flags to 
the measure of the song they sang, 
singing to the accompaniment of the 
piano on the platform beside us. ‘God 
bless our native land.’ they sang — 
with a considerable variety of accent 
and distinctness, but with a very real 
emotion. 

Some of them had been In America 
a month, some much longer, but here 
they were — being Americanized. They 
sang of America — ‘Sweet land of 
liberty’; they stood up and drilled 
with the little bright pretty flags; 
swish they crossed and swish they 
waved back, a waving froth of flags 
and flushed children’s faces, and they 
stood up and repeated the oath of 
allegiance, and at the end filed tramp- 
ing by me and out of the hall. The 
oath they take is finely worded. It 
runs: 

“ ‘Flag of our great Republic, in- 
spirer of battle, guardian of our 
homes, whose stars and stripes stand 
for bravery, purity, truth and union. 
v*e salute thee! We. the natives of 
distant lands, who find rest under thy 
folds, do pledge our hearts, our lives, 
and our sacred honor to love and pro 
tect thee, our country: and the liber- 
ty of the American people forever.’ . . 

“ ‘It is touching,’ wispered my guide, 
and I saw she had caught a faint re- 
flection of that glow that lit the chil- 
dren. 

“I told her it was the most touching 
thing I had seen in America. And so 
it remains. 

Think of the immense promise in 
it! Think of the flower of belief and 
effort that may spring from this warm 
sowing.” 


that attitude I have the advantage of 
those people who, without warning, 
were precipitated to the ground when 
the said stand gave way. They were 
given no chance to think it over In 
advance. 

The mischief has been done and 
the incident Is something that should 
not be dismissed or soon forgotten. I 
am no lawyer and do not know the 
city's liability in tills instance, if any 
exists, but it would be suprising to me 
if some of those who suffered from the 
accident failed to seek damages. 
Therefore, It seems to me that we are 
confronted with litigation and that Is 
expensive whether one wins or loses. 

The thing most surprising to me is 
that it should have occurred in New- 
ton. I can’t understand it. It has 
been characteristic of Newton that the 
management of city affairs, and school 
matters ^particular, has been sound. 
Indeed, we are known as a conserva- 
tion community, which implies among 
other desirable attributes, caution. 

As far as I have been able to learn 
the cause of the whole business is t lie 
failure of the proper authorities to 
erect permanent stands. No doubt the 
argument of economy was stronger in 
its appeal than the call for something 
more substantial. If that is true then 
we have paid the price and a pretty 
one it is. Nothing, as far as I am able 
to observe, has been gained by these 
make shifts.* It has given tie- high 
school field a black eye. These wood 
on grandstands will hereafter he un- 
der suspicion. Not everybody will re- 
frain from attending events at which 
they are used, hut many people will 
say, “I’m not going to risk my neck 
after the accident on June 3.” Conse- 
quently it will mean the absence of 
men and women whose presence is 
not only desirable but who should not 
be deprived of an opportunity to en 
joy that to which they are entitled. 

It surprised me when I was told 
that these stands had been carted to 
Brookline and Waltham on occasions 
to be used for crowds in those places. 
Has Newton gone into the circus busi- 
ness? It it has then it should have 
a real circus man handle this part of 
its affairs for you never hear of such 
an accident at a circus unless there is 
a tornado to start things off. 

Of course it needed something like 
Friday night’s occurrence to bring 
matters to a head. Now that the prob 
lem is here there is only one solution. 
The establishment of the field in mem 
ory of the late “Allie” Dickinson must 
now be completed without further ado. 
There is no argument against it. The 
flimsy one that has existed fell to the 
ground last Friday night. 


I wonder how long the present con- 
dition of the surface 1 of Waverley av- 
enue is to he permitted. It is some 
weeks now since the laying of gas 
mains was completed and yet nothing 
lias been done to restore the roadway 
to anything like its former condition. 
Traffic over the avenue is heavy, pas- 
senger vehicles finding more use for 
it than those of the commercial type. 

Of course there must be a reason for 
leaving things unfinished. Who can 
tell what it may be? I have an idea 
they know at City Hall. Perhaps if 
the property owners along Waverley 
avenue would manifest their displeas- 
ure and demand recognition of their 
rights the situation would be im- 
proved. I make thnt suggestion with 
the hope it may be adopted. 


We have a zoning ordiance the pur- 
pose of which is to preserve purely 
residential sections from encroach- 
ment of unattractive dwellings or in- 
vasion by mercantile establishments. 
For the most part it seems to have 
worked well and to have met approval 
of a majority of our citizens. Now 
then there is another thing to be 
thought of which I hope will not be 
allowed to go until too late to be 
checked. I refer to illuminated signs. 

Recently in Boston residents of Bea- 
con Hill protested to the Massachu- 
setts Public Works Commission at the 
presence of a revolvng eletcric sign 
on a building on Beacon street, near 
Tremont street. These citizens were 
of tlie opinion that the beauty of the 
sky-line was ruined and the sign 
dominated the landscape and utterly 
spoiled the effect of the illumination 
of the State House dome. They de- 
plored the fact that the sign was visi- 
ble from Boston Common. 

On the other hand a large number 
of leading business men and other 
reputable citizens argued that the sign 
was in a business section and should 
he allowed to remain. They contended 
that an illuminated sign was evidence 
of an enterprising city. They charged 
opponents with cstheticism. This lat- 
ter is a terrible thing to say about 
anybody. 

At the same time one can easily 
see where esthetic tastes might he 
offended by something huge, grotesque 
and, to certain byes, offensive. Be 
that as it may, we in Newton can do 
nothing either way about Boston’s 
troubles. Wo, can however, watch our 
own step, and that is precisely the 
point I desire to make. Newton some 
day will bo obliged to meet a similar 
situation. Lot us do it through city 
ordinances In which no holes may lie 
punched by resourceful lawyers and 
which do not pormit Interference by 
State authorities. Lot us strike-out 
for homo rule of illuminated signs as 
well as billboard advertising and 
then wo shall not he confronted by a 
struggle between estheticism and com- 
mercialism. Lot us glvo both the busi- 
ness mail and house-owner a fair and 
equal chance. It can and should be 
done. 


Sometimes there are funny sayings 
that will bear frequent repetition. No 
matter how often we hear them we 
laugh heartily. One of these, from 
which I am always able to extract 
mirth and which is heard frequently 
nowadays is, "I really don’t think lie’s 
going to run again.”

ROTARY CLUB 


Mr. Frank R. Cummings of Brea- 
more road, Newton, director of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry of the 
state, was the guest and speaker at 
the weekly luncheon of the Newton 
Rotary club held Monday noon at the 
Woodland Golf club. 

Mr. Cummings, a retired business 
man. was persuaded by Governor Ful- 
ler to accept the office of director of 
animal industry in order to clear up 
a situation which had become almost 
a scandal. 

Mr. Cummings said that his bureau 
expended about $200,000 annually 
most of which was to eliminate tuber- 
cular cattle in the state, the primary 
object of which was to protect the 
milk supply. He found on tnking of- 
fice that quite a considerable business 
had been done in the way of buying 
up a low grade of cattle by cattle 
dealers at a low price around $25. hav- 
ing them tested, found tubercular, con- 
demned by the state, which paid them 
$25. the Federal government also paid 
$25 and the carcass could be sold for 
another $25. thus making a fine profit 
for the dealer. This practice has heen 
abolished. 

Massachusetts is far behind all the 
other states of the union in the con- 
trol of bovine tuberculosis and it is 
said that not until 1941 will the state 
be free of this dread disease. 

Mr. Cummings also said that his 
Bureau had charge of the dogs and 
rabies. He said that while immuniza- 
tion was not yet deemed of sufficient 
value to make it compulsory there 
was enough evidence for him to 
strongly advise dog owners to have 
their dogs immunized. He urged 
strict measures for licensing all dogs, 
as. in his opinion, the danger came 
from the homeless and outcast dogs, 
k which would be lessened if the license 
’ law was obeyed. Incidentally he said 
the reventie of the city could be in- 
creased if all the dogs were licensed. 

Mr. Cummings commended the ac- 
tion of the Newton authorities this 
spring in ordering the restraining of 
dogs instead of the old fashioned muz- 
zling. 

At the business meeting of the club, 
it was announced that the scliolorship 
for next year was awarded to Franz 
W. Bangs of Newtonville avenue. 
Newton, who would enter M. I. T. in 
the fall.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 

At Community Theatre Draws a Large Attendance 


The Interest takon In the subject of 
Christian Science in this community, 
is well evidenced by the record at- 
tendance at the lecture in the Com- 
munity Theatre Sunday afternoon. t 
The house was packed and many 
were turned away unable to get even 
standing room. The lecturer, whose 
subject: "Christian Science: The 

Revelation of God's Presence and 
Power,” was introduced by Went- 
worth P. Barker, First Reader of the 
Newton Christian Science Church in 
these words: 

Friends: 

Tile members of First Church of 
Christ, Scientist of Newton, extended 
to you an invitation to be our guests 
this afternoon: we are therefore 
pleased to welcome you here, and we 
want you to know that you will also 
be welcome at the Sunday morning 
and Wednesday evening services at 
our church edifice in Newtonville. 

We asked you to come hero to share 
with us a lecture of unusual interest 
and one that makes a direct appeal to 
the individual who is earnestly and 
sincerely striving to know the only 
true God, who in the words of the 
Psalmist, "forgiveth all thine iniqui 
ties; who healcth all thy diseases.” 

The lecturer of the afternoon comes 
from a city across the water that is 
dear to all Americans. 

He Bpeaks with authority on the sub- 
ject of Christian Science for ho is a 
member of the Board of Lectureship 
of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, Boston, 
Massachusetts. 

It gives me great pleasure to intro- 
duce to you John W. Doorly, C. S. B 
of London, England. 

Mr. Doorly spoke as follows 
In her textbook, “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures,’ 
Mary Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, has 
made a simple and profound state- 
ment which, when understood and 
practiced, will undoubtedly change 
the future history of mankind. This 
statement is as follows: “Christianity 
is the basis of true healing. What- 
ever holds human thought in line with 
unselfed love, receives directly the di- 
vine power” (Science and Health, p. 
192). How men and women have 
longed to receive the divine power, 
how the world as a whole has waited 
for the day when it could understand 
and appreciate God’s ever-presence 
and infinite power. Indeed all hu- 
man hope and aspiration has been 
bouyed up by this expectation. Hith- 
erto, however, human thought has 
been crippled by the belief that, al- 
though this understanding was possi- 
ble, it was nevertheless highly im- 
probable. Why men should have al- 
lowed such negative reasoning to in- 
fluence them seems extraordinary, 
especially when we remember the long 
line of men and women who, through- 
out the ages, have proved that God’s 
presence and power is available to 
humanity when sought for and found 
in the right way. Moreover, every- 
thing that is good in human customs 
and society is based on the experi- 
ences of such men and women: and 
their experiences are still in a meas- 
ure the guiding stars of humanity to- 
day. For instance, what, would be the 
condition of society to-day, what 
would be the standard of men and 
of nations, without the examples, the 
attainments, of Abraham, of Jacob, of 
Moses, of the Prophets, of Christ 
Jesus, of his disciples; and of number- 
less men and women who in later 
years understood and demonstrated 
somewhat of God’s presence and 
power? It is safe to say that all which 
is stable and fundamental in our lives 
is tlie outcome of such characters anil 
their communion with God. These 
individuals received “directly the di- 
vine power” (Science and Health, p. 
192). Humanity acknowledges this 
much but fails to see by what process 
they received it; nor does it appre- 
ciate the fact that this same process 
and this same access to God are avail- 
able to every one in every age. 

What, then, is the real reason for 
the world’s failure to appreciate the 
avuilability of God’s presence and 
power to every man in every age? 
Christian Science declares that the 
failure 1h wholly due to the world’s 
false faith in things material; to its 
constant adherence to material theo- 
ries, which are solely the outcome of 
human reason. This determination to 
think, and to live, on a material basis 
has not only hidden from mankind 
God’s presence and power, but it has 
made men the slaves of sin. disease, 
accident, poverty, war, and even of 
death. Also the world’s general false 
belief that material thinking and ma- 
terial living are a practical and nor- 
mal state of thought and existence, 
has led men to conclude that sin, dis- 
ease, and death are also normal and 
inevitable conditions. 

Christian Scionce makes the most 
vigorous protest against such conclu- 
sions. It declares that both material 
thinking and matorial experience are 
temporary and abnormal conditions, 
and that sin, disease, and death are 
tho outcome of humanity’s willingness 
to think and net from a matorial, or 
false, basis. In fact, Christian Sci- 
once unreservedly takes its stand 
against the materialistic systems of 
this world and declares in tho most 
positive manner that humanity, in or- 
der that it may bo healed of sin, dis- 
ease, and death, must first learn to 
think on a Christian or spiritual lm 
sis Hence tho deep significance of 
Mrs. Eddy’s statement that "Christi- 
anity is tho basis of true healing” 
(Science and Health, p. 192). It is 
well to remember that when Christian 
Scientists use the word “healing” 
they use it in a broad sense and fre- 
quently mean, not only delivorunce 
from diseuse, but also from sin. pover- 
ty, death; in short, from all that is un- 


like God. In fact, they mean salvation 
from materialism and nil itn disas- 
trous results. 

PRESENT-DAY SYSTEMS 

Christian Science recognizes that 
when, in obedience to the teachings of 
Christ Jesus, they take upon them- 
selves the obligation of disproving 
and denouncing materialism and its 
systems of thought, systems accepted 
by the great majority of men, they 
must be willing to give a reason for 
the hope that is In them. They must 
also be willing and able to prove that 
these material systems which their 
fellow-men regard as all-important, 
are not really conducive to the wel- 
fare of humanity. It is therefore in 
this spirit of helpfulness, and not in 
any spirit of criticism or condemna- 
tion that I am going to draw your at- 
tention to a few facts in connection 
with the present-day systems of sci- 
ence, theology, and medicine. Since 
these three systems develop and gov- 
ern ordinary human reasoning, it is 
evident that if their premises are not 
to be relied upon, then human thought, 
which is molded by them, must be far 
from accurate in its conclusions. 

MATERIAL SCIENCE 

As every one knows, so-called ma- 
terial science to-day plays a large part 
in ordinary material experience and 
in everyday human thinking. Unlimit- 
ed time is devoted to its development, 
nud mortals, as a whole, give cre- 
dence to its conclusions. Naturally, 
one would expect that a system such 
as tills, which has existed for cen- 
turies, and to the furtherance and sup- 
port of which neither energy nor ef 
fort of any kind has been withheld, 
would have arrived at some pretty 
stable knowledge calculated to lead 
mankind out of bondage. And yet 
what do we And as to the conclusions 
f so-cnlled material science after its 
vast expenditure of time, funds, 
energy, and effort of every kind? In 
reply to this query let me draw your 
attention to the conclusions of a well- 
known writer on material science, Mr. 

J. W. N. Sullivan. These conclusions 
were published in that much respect- 
ed London newspaper, the Sunday Ob- 
server. on the date of November 22, 
1925. Mr. Sullivan’s article is headed 
“The New Outlook of Science,” and 
some of his conclusions are as fol- 
lows: 

“It has been apparent,” he says, 
“for some little time past that the 
latest advances In science have made 
a radically new outlook on the uni- 
verse inevitable. While the ordinary 
man has been becoming more and 
more familiar with the old scientific 
outlook, the men of science them- 
selves have been engaged in destroy- 
ing it.” He continues: "We are 
veritably at the dawn of a new age: 
tlie materialistic philosophy which has 
weighed so heavily upon the human 
spirit since tlie days of Newton can 
no longer look to science for its chief 
support. We now know the limita- 
tions of science, and these limitations 
have been revealed to us by science 
itself. . . .” Referring to an article by 
Professor Eddington in a new volume 
of essays entitled, "Science, Religion, 
and Reality,” Mr. Sullivan continues: 
“We may say briefly that Professor 
Eddington has shown that the science 
of physics, the basic science, and the 
one what has provided the other sci- 
ences with their ideals, is concerned 
only with the form of phenomena, and 
nut with their content. Of the in- 
trinsic nature of matter, for instance, 
science knows nothing, and never can 
know anything. . . . We reach the at 
first, sight, paradoxical conclusion that 
physics is concerned with nothing 
whatever but readings on measuring 
instruments. All that physics has to 
say about the properties of matter is 
really a record of the relations that 
are found to exist between readings 
on various instruments. Of what mat- 
ter is science tells us nothing.” Mr. 
Sullivan continues: “Let us consid- 
er, for instance, tlie old problem as 
to whether our minds are the product 
of our brains. Old fashioned material- 
ism said yes, and this answer was sup- 
posed to tell us something important. 
For our brains are made of matter, 
and it was supposed that everybody 
knew what matter was. But now wo 
realize tliat tho answer tells us noth- 
ing at. all. . . . For all we know matter 
itself may be mental. . . . The fact is 
that matter has been, by relativity 
theory, analyzed away into something 
that seums just as different from mat- 
ter as thought itself. For instance, 
matter can lie mathematically de- 
rived from what are called ‘potentials.’ 

It is not necessary to know what po- 
tentials are. Tho interesting thing is 
that they can bo derived from other 
tilings, viz., ‘point-events.’ Neither is 
it necessary to know what ‘point- 
events’ are. All we need* know is 
t lint they can bo derived from ‘mat- 
ter.’ So that tho analysis conies back 
to its starting-point. It Is like tho 
dictionary definition of violin as a 
small violoncello, and violoncello as a 
largo violin. The science of physics 
forms a closed system simply by this 
extraordinary device of circular defini- 
tion. . . . Another bugbear that many 
rtists and religious people have found 
so depressing, tho ‘iron laws’ of Na- 
ture, also acquires an entirely now 
status as tlie result of recent scion 
tiflc work. It can be shown that 
those laws are the results of the 
mind’s own action. . . . They are not 
something imposed on an independ- 
ently existing universo from without. 
Indeed, not only the laws of Nature, 
hut space and time and the material 
universe itself, are constructions of 
the human mind. . . . Thus the exist- 
ence of the universe becomes primari- 
ly a psychological problem.” Mr. Sulli- 
van closes us follows: “These conclu- 
ious, although some of them may have I 
occurred to philosophers uud mystics | 


in the past, are now the results of 
tlie severest scienco and are, there- 
fore, of extraordinary importance. 
They leavo the field free, as it were, 
for religion and philosophy. To an 
altogether unsuspected extent tho uni- 
verse we live In is a creation of our 
own minds. Tho nature of it is for- 
ever outside scientific Investigation, 
if we aro ever to know anything of 
that nature it must be thorough some- 
thing like religious experience.” 

In order further to substantiate 
these views it would he quite easy to 
cite tho opinions of many other think- 
ing men and women, who are likewise 
not Christian Scientists. Indeed it is 
hard to read a newspaper or magazine 
these days without running across the 
trend of human thought in this direc- 
tion. What, then, is happening in the 
realm of so-called material scienco? 
Simply tliis : Humanity is realizing 
that in dealing with material condi- 
tions, it is denting wholly with specu 
lative theories and witii a supposition 
al material universe which mortals 
have constituted for themselves out 
of their own material thinking, a uni- 
verse which lias no basic spiritual 
reality, because it is only a false mor- 
tal sense of tlie true universe, God’s 
spiritual universe. As one considers 
the past efforts of so-called material 
science to explain mortal existence, 
the Christian is reminded of tho words 
of St. Paul to tlie Corinthians, “For 
the wisdom of tills world is foolish- 
ness with God.” 

PRESENT-DAY THEOLOGY 

The next system of human thought 
to which I would call your attention is 
tlie prevailing mode of theological 
thought. In deuling with this subject 
I propose to be very brief, because in 
discussing religious matters it is so 
easy to be misunderstood and also to 
wound some one’s susceptibilities, and 
tills is the last thing that any Chris 
tion Scientist would desire to do. As 
Christian Scientists .we feel as do 
others that we have the right to dis 
agree witii what we consider to be er 
roneous in any system of human 
thought, but it is our desire to do this 
in the most Christlike way, and al 
ways for the purpose of helping and 
not of harming. I may remind you 
that others have never been hesitant 
about pointing out what they consid 
er to be tlie mistakes of Christian Sci- 
ence, and we have never objected to 
this when it has been done honestly 
and with the desire to help. At the 
same time we are always careful to 
correct the many mistaken views of 
Christian Science which are offered 
to tho public. The fact is that Chris 
tian Science, as the divine Science of 
God and His universe, admits of no 
mistakes, because it is the absolute 
spiritual Science of God and His 
Christ. It is true, however, that 
Christian Scientists have by no means 
yet attained to the perfect understand- 
ing or demonstration of this Science. 

In considering theological thought 
of to-day outside of Christian Science, 
it is evident that there are "minds 
many.” It is impossible to conform 
to tlie many contradictory views which 
are held and taught as to God, His 
Christ, and religion, in general. If. 
however, one should question a mil* 
lion Christian Scientists as to the na 
ture of God, they would all give prac 
tically the same answer and there 
would he the same uniformity on all 
questions relating to religious mat 
ters; and In all cases these answers 
would show strict adherence to the 
Scriptures. It would. I am sure, be 
possible to gauge tlie whole trend and 
value of theological thought to-day by 
asking all religionists to consider, not 
to what particular creed they sub- 
scribe, but how far each is able to 
prove Christ Jesus' command: “And 
as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom 
of heaven is at hand. Heal the sick, 
cleanse tlie lepers, raise the dead, 
cast out devils: freely ye have re- 
ceived. freely give.” On this test 
Christian Scientists are willing to 
stand and to be judged. 

As a matter of fact, it is becoming 
more and more evident that Christi- 
anity is not losing its hold on men; 
far from it. But religious bodies who 
teach a certain creed or doctrine, and 
yet cannot demonstrate Jesus’ teach- 
ings in the overcoming of sin and dis 
ease, are, without doubt, rapidly los 
ig their hold on mankind. Honest re- 
ligious thinkers everywhere are ask 
ing themselves why tho gospel of 
Christ has become so much a theory 
instead of carrying with it the ability 
to understand and to prove God’s 
presence and power. Christian Sci- 
ence says to such thinkers that “what- 
ever holds human thought in line witii 
unselfed love, receives directly tho di- 
vine power" (Science and Health, p. 
192). It therefore calls upon them to 
stop thinking of self and the interests 
of self, to stop believing in a material 
selfhood apart from God, to give up 
their material theories and their 
pernicious beliefs in a power apart 
from God. It likewise calls upon them 
to understand God and spiritual law. 
to show love for God and man, to be 
willing to sacriilce self-interests for 
the good of mankind; to understand 
and obey tho commandments, to love 
and practico tho Beatitudes, and to 
express wlmt Paul terms tho "fruit 
of the Spirit,” namely, “love, joy, 
peace, longsufferlng, gentleness, good 
ness, faith, meekness, tomperanco." 
In fact, Christian Scionce is calling on 
all men to love God and spiritual 
things supremely and by means of 
spiritual thinking i<> control* In* a prao 
tical way every detail of so called ma- 
torial existence. Tho hope and ex 
perience of tho ChrlHtiun Scientists 
in this matter aro well expresed in 
tho woll-kuowu wordH (Christian Sci- 
ence i lymnal, p. i 82 ) 

O, my people! Journeying onward, — 

You of Christ’s great brotherhood, 
Heed the lesson which Hu gives you, 

Written in Ills blessed word. 
Strong uud clour uud full of meunlng: 

Como, if you would follow Me, 
Down among tho poor uud lowly; 

Here your Chrlstiun work must be. 


This tho path which you must follow, 
This the way tlie Snviour trod; 

And He teaches this will lead you 
Into peace and up to God. 

’T is in deeds we serve the Master 
Words are idle, empty prayer; 

All our Christian iif<‘ a - pretense, 

If tho deeds are wanting there. 

If you will but heed this lesson, 

Which tho blessed Saviour gave, 
Going out into the byways 

Seeking those He came to save, 
Telling them the wondrous story. 
With an earnest heart of love, — 
Yours will be a glorious harvest 
Gathered for tlie fold above. 

Christian Scienco reminds us that 
the poor and lowly are not necessarily 
the impoverished. They are the sin- 
ner, the suffering sick man, the heart- 
weary, the egotist, the failures in life, 
those overburdened with cares; alHO 
the materialist, whether ho be in cot- 
tage or in castle, and tho sickest and 
poorest man on earth is tin; material 
ist who has put aside God and His 
Christ for the husks of materiality. 
Is the religionist of to-day content to 
go on believing in a God who per- 
mits both good and evil? In a ma- 
terial universe in which sin, disease, 
hate, war, and death seem to be nor- 
lal? Is he, likewise, content to pay the 
price of such beliefs by suffering from 
these calamities, when, through the 
teachings of Christian Science, he can 
learn to overcome them? Tlie spir- 
itual way, Christian Science teaches, 
always has been, always is, and al- 
ways must be the only way of de- 
liverance from evil of every kind, and 
sooner or later all religionists will 
acknowledge and demonstrate this 
fact. The constant flux and change in 
present-day religious thought indicates 
that men are inevitably reaching this 
conclusion, and before long it will 
clearly be seen and acknowledged by 
thinkers everywhere that it is tlie 
teaching of Christian Science which 
lias forced these conclusions. If re- 
ligious bodies are going to help and 
retain the respect of mankind, then 
they must put aside outworn theories 
and begin to preach Christ “with 
signs following.” Such preaching is 
not only Christian, it is divinely sci- 
entific. 

HEALING THROUGH DRUGS 

The next system of thought we have 
to consider is the heuling of disease 
through drugs, or what is known as 
“materia medica.” As we are about 
to consider the subject of material 
medicine, I should like to draw your 
attention to a statement of Mrs. 
Eddy’s which statement many Chris- 
tian Scientists regard as nothing more 
nor less than a prophecy of the time 
when our fellow-men and women who 
have labored long and faithfully in 
the systems of material medicine will 
come to work with us and to give the 
same self-sacrifice in demonstrating 
the spiritual teachings of Christ 
through spiritual thinking and living 
Mrs. Eddy’s statement reads as fol- 
lows : "We further recommend that 
Materia Medica adopt Christian Sci- 
ence and that Health-laws, Mesmer- 
ism, Hypnotism. Oriental Witchcraft, 
and Estoteric Magic be publicly execu- 
ted at the hands of our sheriff. Prog- 
ress” (Science and Health, p. 441). As 
in the case of material science I do not 
propose to tell you what we Christian 
Scientists feel about the medical sys- 
tem. but I should like to present to 
you certain well-known facts in con 
nection with this system, facts pre- 
sented by those who are not Christian 
Scientists but are themselves adher- 
ents of material medicine. 

In a magazine culled “Truth" which 
is published in Loudon there is an ar- 
ticle in the issue of December 23, 
1925. entitled. “Tlie Failure of Mod 
ern Medicine.” Tlie author starts by 
quoting the following statement made 
by a well-known medical man, Sir 
Arbuthnot Lane. "By no means can 
we cure any chronic disease.” The 
writer then continues as follows: "A 
similar statement to the above was 
made last year by Sir James Macken- 
zie when lie wrote that it was difficult 
to preceive the progress made in the 
cure of disease during his forty-five 
years of service. Ample support is af- 
forded to these views by the experi- 
ences of our sick friends who are to 
be found visiting specialist after spe- 
cialist. buoyed up with an ever-olusive 
hope that they are going to be cured 
by the latest treatment proposed. I 
am of course not referring to those 
petty and fleeting illnesses which par- 
take of the nature of temporary indis 
position rather than chronic disease. 
But consider your acquaintances who 
suffer from chronic bronchitis, rheu- 
matism. indigestion, insomnia, consti- 
pation. or whatever it may be, and 
take notes of their progress in these 
comparatively simple types of dis- 
ease. Certainly they linve palliation 
f their symptoms, but they lead a see- 
saw existence, in which the downs are 
often more prolonged than the 
ups. . . .” 

The writer continues: "The curious 
point is that this failure is well 
known to doctors, but is not general- 
ly appreciated by tho laity, except 
tlie sick. It was the fnmous Osier 
who wrote: ‘Of tho action of drugs we 
know little, though we put thorn into 
bodies tho action of which we know 
less.’ And Skoda: ‘We can diagnose 
disease, describe it, and get a grasp of 
it; but wo dare not expect by any 
means to cure it.’ Professor Sollman. 
of (lie American Medical Association, 
wrote: ‘A generation ago therapeutics 
was an art, promising to develop into 
a science. At present it cuunot be 
classed as an art nor ns a science, it 
cun only be classed as a confusion.’ 
Sir Almroth Wright declared: ‘We 
must admit we have been practising 
quackery,' and Sir Frederick Treves: 
‘I look forward to tlie time when peo- 
ple wlill leave off the extraordinary 
habit of taking medicine when they 
are sick.’ Medical men have arrived 
at a stage tliat may be called ’thera- 
peutic nihilism.' which means that not 
only do they disbelieve in tho curative 
power of mediclue, but they know 
thut the medicines they prescribe fre- 


quently do more harm than good. 
In fact, when they prescribe they do 
not know what is going to happen.” 
And again: “The general public has 
great faith in drugs because medicines 
are able to palliate their pains, 
though they know not in what cost in 
cell damage. Moreover, as children, 
most of us were brought up with a 
belief in the miraculous virtues of 
medicine. But the fact is that every 
medicine in the pharmacopoeia is 
poisonous by nature, because the na- 
ture of drugs Is to upset the normal 
functions of a healthy being. All of 
these drugs can produce some illness, 
such as cold in*the head, sore throat, 
bronchitis, pneumonia, indigestion, ul- 
cer in the stomach, appendicitis, 
nephritis, cystitis, neuralgia, neuritis, 
rheumatism, apoplexy, epilepsy, head- 
ache, delirum, brain fever — in fact, 
every imaginable disorder; even grave 
diseases like tuberculosis and cancer. 
Some people may say that this may 
be true, but only when administered 
in too large doses. But it can definite- 
ly be proved by experiment that these 
illnesses can be caused by drugs in 
doses recommended in the British 
Pharmacopoeia.” 

THE TEACHING OF CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE ABOUT GOD 

Having pointed out, in some small 
measure, the advancing present-day 
view with regard to material systems 
of thought, I now propose to explain 
the basis of the teachings of Christian 
Science about God. about His Christ, 
and about God’s universe, the spiritual 
universe. 

The Christian Scientist starts all 
reasoning from the fundamental fact 
that there is one infinite cause, God. 
He admits no other or secondary 
cause. He declares, “The Lord our 
God is one Lord.” He also knows 
that this one and only cause, God, is 
infinitely available to His creation and 
tliat He is infinitely understandable. 
The Christian Scientist absolutely re- 
futes the suggestion that God is far 
off, that He is a mystical being, or 
even that He is difficult to know. 
Christian Science does teach that God. 
as a whole, can never be included in 
any one’s thought, because He is in- 
finite and infinity can never be in- 
cluded in anything. Mrs. Eddy has 
written (Science and Health, p. 517): 
"Even eternity can never reveal the 
whole of God, since there is no limit 
to infinitude or to its reflections." 
Christian Science teaches therefore 
tliat God’s nature must and can be 
understood, and that through this spir- 
itual understanding of His nature we 
are knowing God aright. The correct- 
ness of this teaching can be over- 
whelmingly substantiated from the 
Scriptures. The Christian Scientist, 
consequently, is not engaged in the at- 
tempt to cognize some far-off mystical 
being through his physical senses, for 
he knows that "no man hath seen God 
at any time.” He is, however, en- 
gaged in ceaselessly striving for a 
practical, demonstrable understanding 
of God’s true uature, of His ever-pres- 
ence and infinite power, which will de- 
liver from the mythology of material- 
ly. 

GOD AS DIVINE MIND 

Mrs. Eddy uses seven names or 
terms to express God and these names 
she declares to be synonymous. These 
names or terms are as follows: “Mind. 
Spirit, Soul, Principle. Life, Truth. 
Love” (Science and Health, p. 465). 
To the ordinary religionist these terms 
may seem to be abstract, but to the 
Christian Scientist these terms have 
become the most definite and divinely 
angible factors in his existence. When 
Mrs. Eddy gave these terms, or names, 
to express God. she also explained ex- 
actly what is meant by them, and In 
doing so she removed from students 
of Christian Science any sense of mys- 
ticism about God. For instance. 
Christian Science teaches that Mind 
or. God is that which knows. It also 
teaches that Mind is intelligence, that 
it is one and all because it has no op 
posite. It declares that divine Mind 
creates, controls, governs, produces, 
and regulates; also that it multiplies, 
subdivides, and radiates. Mind. 
Christian Science teaches, is ever ac 
tive. and is tho source of all move- 
ment. It sustains and feeds; also ex- 
presses itself through Science and has 
its own systems. Mind is that which is 
ever expressed through its own 
thoughts or ideas. Mind is likewise 
all-seeing, all-hearing, and all-knowing. 
Mind or God, Mrs. Eddy teaches, is 
the builder of its own thoughts or 
ideas and admits of no accident to 
those ideas. It imparts purity, she 
declares, and is the only medicine for 
mankind. It must be evident to every 
one that when the Christian Scientist 
begins to understand and to apply 
these facts about God or Mind, he 
can uo longer regard Mind as some- 
thing indefinite or abstract, for he is 
taught exactly what Mind is and what 
Mind does. He is also taught that 
Mind or God includes in Himself all 
intelligence, activity, and thought. 
Consequently, if one desires to ex- 
press any of the characteristics of di- 
•▼ine Mind. God. be can only do so in 
proportion as he is mentally at one 
with God, or as he thinks correctly. 

GOD AS SPIRIT 

Tho second term Mrs. Eddy uses for 
God is Spirit. Spirit, she teaches, is 
substnneo, is tlie real and eternal, and 
is positive. Christian Science de- 
lares that Spirit gives birth to and 
blesses its own ideus; it individual 
izes; it also feeds uud clothes, and is 
the source of all supply to its own 
creation. Mrs. Eddy likewise speaks 
of the harmonies of Spirit of the 
ruit of Spirit, of the langauage of Splr 
it. of the rhythm of Spirit, of the at 
traction of Spirit, and of the graces or 
Spirit. Spirit, she declares, baptizes, 
names, uud blesses: und Spirit is man 
ifested by "strength, presence, and 
power” (Sciuuce and Health, p. 512). 
Spirit is the great architect who plaus 
His own universe. Could unythiug be 
more definite, more necessary, and 
more available to men than Spirit? 


If a man were impoverished and need- 
ed supply, then Spirit or God, who is 
Mind, and available to him through 
spiritual thinking, Is his infinite sup- 
ply. When men learn to seek their 
supply in this way they will then give 
up the desolating mortal belief that 
there is only so much substance and 
that if one man or one nation has it 
the others are thereby deprived. It 
Is ignorance of God, Spirit, as infinite 
supply which has engendered fear 
and greed and has thereby caused 
hate 'and war. Also if a man wer« 
suffering from materiality his re- 
course would be to a better under- 
standing of God, Spirit. 

It is well to notice that although 
Mrs. Eddy gives seven synonyms or 
terms for God and each one of these 
terms expresses God fully, yet it is 
also true that in the main she attrib- 
utes to each synonym or term certain 
specific characteristics of the divine 
nature. There is nothing indefinite in 
Mrs. Eddy's teaching about God. It 
is exact and specific. In fact, it has 
been said that a proof of whether one 
really understood Christian Science 
would be the ability to place each 
s[x ( ific synonym for God just, as Mr- 
Eddy has used it in the Christian SH- 
ence textbook. 


GOD AS SOUL 

The third term tliat Christian Sci- 
ence applies to God is Soul. Soul, 
Christian Science teaches, is sinless 
and changeth not. If a man therefore 
desires to be free from sin he must 
acquaint himself with Soul or God. 
cr Soul is sinless. Soul. Mrs. Eddy 
declares, rebukes material sense; it 
has attributes; it also has bliss, joy. 
and atmosphere. There is, according 
to Christian Science, ne’ther growth, 
maturity, nor decay in Soui. Soul is 
immortal and always has its repre- 
sentative. It also confers freedom 
and is master of the material senses. 
Mrs. Eddy has written that “the 
Lord’s Prayer is the prayer of Soul, 
not of material sense” (Science and 
Health, p. 14). 


GOD AS PRINCIPLE 

The fourth synonym, or term, for 
God is Principle. Of this synonym for 
God, Mrs. Eddy has written: "When 
understood, Principle is found to be 
the only term that fully conveys the 
ideas of God. — one Mind, a perfect 
man, and divine Science” (No and 
Yes, p. 20). She has also said, when 
speaking of the synonyms for God. 
that “the divine principle 4m hides 
them all” (The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 225). 
Christian Science teaches that Prin- 
ciple and its ideas are inseparable and 
are one; also that Principle can only 
be understood through its idea. Prin- 
ciple is absolute. It has rules and de- 
mands practice and proof. Principle 
is imperative and is demonstrable: it 
is also Infinite and is eternally har- 
monious and perfect. Being infinite, 
it is never included in anything but 
includes all in itself. Christian Sci- 
entists are finding that as they under- 
stand more of God as divine Principle 
they are better able to demonstrate 
God's presence and power in reform- 
ing the sinner and overcoming evil 
and disease of every kind. When hu- 
manity perceives that God is Princi- 
ple. it will cease trying to gain sal- 
vation through chance, intellectual- 
ism. or through some one else's suffer- 
ing. and it will strive to work out of 
its own salvation with fear and trem- 
bling and through a correct under- 
standing of God. the divine Principle 
of all real being. 


GOD AS LIFE 

The fifth synonym for God is Life. 
Life. Christian Science teaches, is 
deathless; it is immortal, permanent, 
eternal, ever present, self-sustained, 
ud self-existent. Life is God. universal 
good, the one and only Being. It is 
inorganic, incorporeal and indestruct- 
ible. Being inorganic and infinite. 
Life has no starting-point and has 
nothing to do with organization and 
time. Life expresses itself in exist- 
ence and is always manifested. How 
wondrously this necessity for $a ning 
a true sense of Life as God. or good, 
is expressed by Jesus in the seven- 
teenth chapter of John: "And this 
is life eternal, that they might know 
thee the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ, whom thou hast sent.” In her 
book. “Miscellaneous Writings" p 
1S9). Mrs. Eddy has written: "For 
man to know Life as it is, namely 
God. the eternal good, gives him not 
merely a sense of existence, but an 
accompanying consciousness of spir- 
itual power that subordinates matter 
and destroys sin, disease, and death." 
Think what it will mean to our world 
when men learn to understand and 
demonstrate the all-power and ever- 
presence of God, infinite Life. Life is 
the synonym for God that expresses 
most clearly His nature as Father. 

GOD AS TRUTH 

Tho sixth synonym for God is 
Truth. It is interesting to note that 
Mrs. Eddy uses this term for God far 
more frequenly throughout her writ- 
ings than any other term. The reason 
for this is easy to see. Truth is the 
synonym for God which is applied 
most frequently to the Son of God or 
to God made manifest, as St. John 
writes, "Grace and truth came by 
Jesus Christ." Mrs. Eddy has ex- 
pressed the same thing wheu she 
speaks constantly of “Christ, Truth.” 
Also she defines Christ in her text- 
book (Science and Health, p. 583) as 
j tlie divine manifestation of God. 
which comes to the flesh to detroy in- 
carnate error.” Truth, then, is the 
chat i > t e i is tic of God which seems to 
he th« most Intelligible to monala in 
tlie destruction of error. Consequent 
!y. a knowledge of God as Truth is 
vastly important to us. Truth, Chris- 
tian Science touches, lieals disease 
und destroys pain: it uucovers, ex- 
poses, denounces, coutrols, und des- 
troys error. It instructs, transforms, 
regenerates, recuperates, uud makes 


free. Truth arraigns error and is a 
destroying fire; It. also subdues and 
quenches error, and bruises the head 
of the serpent, evil. Turth, Mrs. Eddy 
writes, ia the great deliverer. Truth 
has a standard, it awakens, makes a 
new creature, removes ignorance, and 
handles contagion. It is the universal 
panacea and furnishes the key to the 
kingdom of heaven. Christian Sci- 
ence teaches of the sanctuary of 
Truth, also the might and permanence 
of Truth, the majesty of Truth and 
the leaven of Truth. Truth is afflu- 
ent. and is a refuge. It is affirmative 
and knocks at the door of humanity’s 
thought Truth is, in fact, the Mes- 
siah. When men learn to dwell In 
Truth through spiritual thinking and 
so iearn to reflect and understand 
God’s nature, then disease and evil 
will pass naturally and easily out of 
their thinking, and consequently out 
of their experiences. Until we gain 
this understanding we have little prac- 
tical knowledge of the Christianity 
which “is the basis of true healing” 
(Science and Health, p. 192). 


GOD AS LOVE 


The last synonym for God is Love. 
No word in human language has been 
more misunderstood than this word 
love. Christian Science is showing 
men clearly that Love is God and that 
true love has nothng to do with physi- 
cal sense and material sensation, but 
always operates in opposition to these. 
No more profound words were ever 
given than when John declared: “God 
is love; and he that dwelleth in love 
dwelleth in God. and God in him.” 
Consequently, the man who under- 
tands and demonstrates love is under- 
standing and demonstrating God's 
presence and power. What, then, does 
Christian Science teach as to God, di- 
vine Love? Christian Science teaches 
that Love casts out fear, which is the 
root of all human ill, and that Love 
destroys hate. It anoints, imparts, 
chastens, and purifies. Love is effica- 
cious, inexhaustible, and unselfish and 
is the liberator. It is wise and knows 
no warfare. It always attracts and 
ministers: It also tries and purifies us. 
Mrs. Eddy has written of divine Love 
as follows (Science and Health, p. 
454): “Love inspires, illumines, desig- 
nates. and leads the way.” And again 
she writes (Science and Health, p. 
517): “In divine Science, we have not 
as much authority for considering God 
masculine, as we have for considering 
Him feminine, for Love imparts the 
clearest idea of Deity.” How, then, 
could we hope to understand God and 
xistence without a proper understand- 
ing of Love? When men understand 
God as Love they will naturally per- 
ceive that He is not only the Father 
of His creation, but he is also the 
Mother because He is All. Love. Chris- 
tian Science says, is inexhaustible and 
confers healing power. It is always ex- 
pressed: it also protects and propa- 
gates. Mrs. Eddy w'rites ( Science and 
Health, p. 113): "The vital part, the 
heart and soul of Christian Science, 
is Love.” What glorious things are 
destined to come to pass in this world 
of ours when we begin to understand 
universal divine Love, the ever pres- 
ent. ever available God. Before this 
understanding fear. hate, jealousy, 
envy, dishonesty, greed, lust, disease, 
poverty, accident, war. and even death 
must flee away Then will be realized 
that blessed promise for which all 
men long and which has been so 
beautifully expressed in the well- 
known words of America’s beloved 
Quaker poet. John Greenleaf Whittier 
(Christian Science Hymnal, p. 201), 

“Then, brother man. fold to thy heart 
thy brother! 

For where love dwells, the peace of 
God is there: 

To worship rightly is to love each 
other: 

Each smile a hymn, each kindly 
deed a prayer.” 

Can any thinking man really con- 
tinue to deceive himself into believing 
that God is not real to the Christian 
Scientist? that God is less near and 
dear to him. because he regards God 
as divine Mind. Spirit. Soul. Principle. 
Life. Truth, and Love? If so. then that 
individual must ask himself what he 
thinks of Jesus who declared that 
God is Spirit” and of John who 
tuuglit that "God is love.” When 
Mrs. Eddy first announced to the 
world that God is divine Mind, infinite- 
ly individual and forever available to 
men, the world scoffed at her. To-day 
if you will consult Young's Analytical 
Concordance, which is regarded as a 
pinnacle of theological information, 
you will find that on page viii of the 
Preface the following words occur: 
“Spirit is used of God Himself, or the 
Divine Mind.” Not many years hence 
all Christians w:!’ speak of God as 
the divine Mind* for the superstitious, 
mythological sense of God as some 
great and important corporeal per- 
son in some far off place is beginning 
to be discarded by thinking people. 
Men are now beginning to know God 
as divine, ever present Life, Truth, 
and Love, the one and only Mind, the 
divine Principle of all being. 

GOD'S MAN 

Christian Science teaches that be- 
cause God is the one und only cause, 
then man and the universe must bo 
the effect of this cause, and must con- 
sequently fully represent this cause. 
In fact, man and the universe must 
be like divine Mind. They must there- 
fore be divinely mental; that is to 
say. they must exist as ideas or 
houghts of the divine Mind, God; also 
bey must be consclons and intelligent. 
They must likewise express all the 
characteristics which Christian Sci- 
ence has attributed to divine Mind. In 
like manner, muu and the universe 
must be the likeness of infinite Spirit 
and so must be infinitely spiritual. 
Also they must be individualized, since 
Spirit always individualizes. They 
must likewise be substantial and they 
must express infiuite strength, pres- 
ence, and power. They must indeed 
xpress all the characteristics we have

FLOOD RELIEF 

Each week since the last week of 

nH i th i G ? eop,e of Ne ' vt °n have ^had 
placed before them by the Newton 
Chapter of the Red Cross the Miss- 
issippi River Flood Relief problem. 

I he Newton Chapter now wishes to 
present additional facts that will aid 
in attaining a thorough understand- 
ing of the situation. 

Our Newton quota for Mississippi 
Elood Relief was originally $6,000; 
this quota was doubled to $12,000; 
the Newton Chapter has already col- 
lected and sent to Washington in sat- 
isfaction of this quota $15,000; prob- 
ably by the time the last Newton con- 
tribution is received an additional 
$1,000 will be sent to Washington. Mr. 
Herbert Hoover, Chairman of the 
Mississippi Flood Committee has just 
reported to President Coolidge that all 
previous estimates have been too con- 
servative and that $16,000,000 will bo 
needed for this relief work. The max- 
imum of relief is being afforded for 
every dollar expended. Need and not 
loss is the basis of the disbursement 

Up to the 25th May 568,359 people 
had been aided by the Red Cross and 
of this number 382,605 refugees con 
tinue to receive Red Cross care in 
camps, concentration points, and in 
communities. The flood rescue fleet 
of nearly 1,000 crafts must bo main- 
tained intact until about the 15th 
June. The huge campaign against 
disease continues unabated. The re- 
lief task has been a stupendous one 
and will continue to be for months to 
come. 

The Red Cross has undertaken the 
care and feeding of the refugees: it 
has supported the local and state 
authorities in the health work; it has 
given immediate help to enable fam- 
ilies to get a fresh start in life; it is 
co-operating with the various State 
Commissions and Agricultural Fin- 
ance Corporations in reconstruction 
work up to the point where relief 
work ends.

attributed to Spirit, God. As the ef- 
fect of infinite Soul, man and the uni- 
verse must be sinless, for Soul is sin- 
less. Also they must be immortal and 
they must express the joy and bliss 
of Soul. They must express and re- 
flect all the characteristics attributed 
to Soul. Because the divine Principle, 
Life, Truth, and Love is their cause 
and creator, then man and the uni- 
verse must express the character- 
istics possessed by Principle, Life and 
Truth, and Love. As the ideas of di- 
vine Principle they must therefore be 
forever included in, and inseparable 
from Principle, God; and they must in 
a degree be as perfect as Principle is 
perfect. As the effect of infinite Life, 
man and the universe must be death- 
less; they must be inorganic and in- 
corporeal and yet permanent, eternal, 
and indestructible. Since they pro- 
ceed from infinite Truth, man and the 
universe must reflect the nature of 
Truth. They must therefore express 
the eternal healing, saving, and re- 
deeming power of God, for Truth 
must ever be a perpetual law of anni- 
hilation to any belief of evil. In fact, 
they must express the nature of the 
sons of God. Because God is Love, 
and is the only cause, then man and 
the universe, as the effect of divine 
Love must manifest Love. They con- 
sequently can never know fear or hate. 
They must always express the tender 
Motherhood of God, which is made 
manifest in inexhaustible Love and 
which always carries with it infinite 
healing power. 

THE COMING OF THE CHRIST 

Could any thinking man feel any re- 
gret when he discovers that the poor 
sick, sinning, and dying mortal is not 
his true being, but is only a temporal 
falsity, or a false mortal sense of the 
true man? Could he fail to rejoice 
when he finds that his true being is 
God’s own likeness, wholly spiritual or 
divinely mental, infinitely individual, 
forever conscious and intelligent, al- 
ways expressing the divine perfection 
and harmony and manifesting eternal- 
ly God’s nature, presence, and power? 
To one who realizes somewhat of the 
nature of God and the real man there 
can only come the first faint whisper 
of that sweet command, “Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your Fath- 
er which is in heaven is perfect.” This 
individual now understands that the 
divine perfection is the only true 
state of being, that it is the normal 
and natural state of being. Through 
this understanding he at once begins 
to give glory to God. He also begins 
to deny and overthrow the testimony 
of the physical senses and of material 
reasoning which tell him that man is 
mortal, sick, sinning, and dying. Then 
he gains some small sense of what 
Mrs. Eddy meant when she wrote 
(Miscellaneous Writings, p. 17): “And. 
before the flames have died away on 
this mount of revelation, like the 
patriarch of old, you take off your 
shoes — lay aside your material ap- 
pendages, human opinions and doc- 
trines, give up your more material re- 
ligion with its rites and ceremonies, 
put off your materia medica and hy- 
giene as worse than useless — to sit at 
the feet of Jesus.” The result of this 
understanding will be that the individ- 
ual will gain enough of the Mind of 
Christ to heal and save himself and 
others from materialism and its ef- 
fects — sin, disease, and death. 

My friends, earthly systems are 
failing. Creed and dogma and materi- 
alistic human reasoning are passing 
away, the reliance on things material 
is proving to be indeed a broken reed, 
and as was foretold the Christ is ap- 
pearing to the individual human con- 
sciousness through Christian Science, 
or the spirit* of Truth. This is the 
promised Comforter that is destined 
to sweep away from human experi- 
ence sin, disease, war, and even death. 
Are you content to withold from this 
divine appearing your mental sup- 
port? If you do, you but deprive your- 
self of the richest blessing mankind 
has ever known. Christian Science 
does not need your support but you do 
need the tender ministrations of 
Christen Science. Humanity needs 
them and will have them, for it is 
written that “the earth shall be full 
of the knowledge of the Lord, us the 
waters cover the sea.”

and effort practically to apply this un- 
derstanding to every detail of mortal 
thought and experience*. constitutes 
true prayer. Such prayer is irresistible 
because it is the appearing of God’s 
own nature to men. When a Chris- 
tian Scientist thinks spiritually and as 
the result of that spiritual thinking 
manifests some degree of true con- 
sciousness, true intelligence, and spir- 
itual power, he is in some small meas- 
ure manifesting God’s nature. More- 
over, it is his duty and his privilege 
to manifest the divine nature because 
man is in reality God’s own likeness. 
As an individual constantly strives in 
his daily life to think spiritually ahd 
to put this thinking into practice he 
then begins to pray the only prayer 
that truly counts. Such prayer is con- 
stant and consistent, or. as Paul terms 
it, “without ceasing.” The world can- 
not realize too soon that the Christian 
understanding of God, and of spiritual 
reality, and the practical application 
of this understanding in the daily 
Christian life constitutes true prayer. 
Such prayer is divinely scientific and 
is intelligent beyond mere words, for 
it reflects divine intelligence. The 
Christian Scientist knows that he does 
not reform the sinner or heal the sick 
merely through that momentary pray- 
er which he prays when called upon 
for help. It is the constancy and per- 
sistence of his Christlike thinking and 
living which enables him to receive 
“directly the divine power” (Science 
and Health, p. 192). Let me give you 
a simple but convincing instance of 
prayer. A small child, who is a Chris- 
tian Scientist, was asked to help her 
mother who had been suffering a great 
deal. The child at once commenced 
to pray, and in a short while her 
mother was very much improved. 
When her mother was feeling better 
she said to the child, ‘When you 
prayed what did you think?” The 
child replied, “Well, Mummy, I said to 
God, ‘Is Anything wrong with Mum- 
my?’ and God said ‘No,’ so of course 
I knew there could not be anything 
wrong with you.” This child’s pure 
faith had refused to accept the testi- 
mony of human thinking, but had 
risen to the exalted consciousness of 
the perfect God and His perfect man 
as she had been taught to do in Chris- 
tian Science. In fact, the child had 
in a Christian and divinely scientific 
manner utilized the eternal facts of 
God and man. The result was her 
mother’s deliverance from false ma- 
terial sense, and from the pain which 
was the outcome of false thinking. 
This simple process of true prayer is 
humanity’s only way of salvation from 
evil of every kind. To any one who 
doubts this process I would say “Try 
it.” When you return to your homes, 
if there is sin there, or sorrow, or 
pain, or trouble of any kind, and you 
are asked to alleviate them, then be- 
gin to pray in this manner. Put aside 
your mortal thinking about God and 
man, and begin to think divinely. Also 
realize that spiritual thinking mani- 
fests God’s own nature, power, and 
presence. Become conscious of ever 
present Life, Truth, and Love, the one 
and only divine Mind, the Principle of 
all being and of man in His likeness. 
Realize that such thinking does des- 
troy sin, disease and inharmony of 
every kind for it is Emmanuel, or God 
with us. I do not say that you will 
always get your answer at once, but 
if you do not, continue to think right- 
ly about God and about man as God’s 
likeness, spiritual and perfect. Above 
all do not forget to bring this newly 
found understanding into your daily 
life. Eventually, if you are faithful, 
you will get your result. Then you 
will have started on your journey as 
a practical Christian who only needs 
God and His Christ for his healing, 
his salvation from all evil, and eventu- 
ally for his triumph over death. The 
process which takes place in an in- 
dividual’s thought is the same process 
that will eventually take possession of 
the universal thought, and so deliver 
all men everywhere from all that is 
unlike God. 


JESUS CHRIST 


Let me say to you that no body 
of people on earth hold a higher esti- 
mate of Christ Jesus than Christian 
Scientists. We know that his way is 
the only way. It is true that we do not 
believe that the human Jesus is God. 
We know that, as he himself declared, 
he is the Son of God. The Christian 
Scientist’s love for Christ Jesus is be- 
yond any word, for is it not the life 
and work of Jesus which led to the 
discovery of this Science and which 
has enabled him to come out of bond- 
age to sin and disease and to see those 
he loves dearly freed from these ills? 
It might truly bo said of the honest 
Christian Scientist that his chief aim 
and endeavor in life is to know more 
of Jesus and of his teachings, which is 
revealing God's preA nco and power. 
Thus ho learns that “Christianity is 
the basis of true healing” (Scionco 
and Heulth, p. 192). 

Mrs. Eddy has stated that “Jobub 
demonstrated Christ” (Science and 
Health, p. 332). Christian Scientists 
recognize that this is the supremo val- 
ue of Jesus’ mission. He demonstrated 
Christ. He proved the spiritual man, 
God’s idea, to be the only man, and he 
demonstrated this lu every phase of 
human experience. Becuuse of his 
spiritual understanding of God und of 
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the true man, Jesus was enabled to 
disprove and to cast out of human 
thought every suggestion of mortality, 
of sin, disease, or death, as being 
real. Moreover, he specifically taught 
that all men should, through the cor- 
rect understanding of God and of the 
spiritual man, perform the same 
works. His mission was, In fact, not 
only to reveal Christ but it was also to 
demonstrate Christ in every detuil of 
liuman exiHteuce. This ho did to per- 
fection. No ono who understands and 
appreciates Jesus’ mission and his ful- 
fillment of that mission can over bo 
satisfied to be a merely nominal fol- 
lower of Jesus. Chrlstiun Scientists 
recognize clearly that the promise of 
Jesus, “Ho that beliovoth on mo, the 
works that I do shall lie do also," is 
not merely a promise but is also an 
unmistakable demand on ids followers. 
They realize thut slowly but surely the 
world is beginning to see und to ap- 
preciate that the spiritual understand- 


ing of God and of His Christ is the 
only way of deliverance from evil of 
any kind. As this demonstration of 
Christ is made manifest there will bo 
a truer appreciation of Christ Jesus 
and of his overwhelming sacrifice for 
the salvation of men. Until the works 
are performed in some dogreo by heal- 
ing the sick reforming the sinner, and 
raising the dead, Christianity has not 
fully grasped the deep significance of 
Jesus’ mission. His life and work 
wore a complete proof that "whatever 
holds human thought in lino with un- 
solfed love, receives directly the di- 
vine power" (Science and Health, p. 
192). 

MARY BAKER EDDY 

One word more. It is sometimes 
misrepresented that we Christian 
Scientists make too much of the Dis- 
coverer und Founder of Christian Sci- 
ence, Mury Baker Eddy. Let mo say 


to you thut it would bo impossible for 
us to make too much of Mrs. Eddy. 
Tlio salvation of every member of 
the liuman race depends on tlio honest 
recognition of the truth taught by 
Mrs. Eddy as God’s messenger. She 
never demanded of her followers any 
human praise. Her mental status was 
too high to bo influenced by sucli 
praise. She knew, however, that if 
men were to be redeomod by Chris- 
tian Science they would, in common 
justice, have to recognize through 
whom Christian Science had been 
brought to them. Those who knew 
Mrs. Eddy well, found thut she was 
uro und tender, wonderfully unselfish, 
ulwuys thinking and laboring on be- 
half of munkind. Strength und poise 
she had in ubuudunce, but, above all, 
her outstanding characteristic was her 
wonderful fultli In God. Mrs. Eddy not 
mlv discovered Chrlstiun Science but 
she established it in liuman conscious- 
ness as u practical working system 


which lias delivered numberless men 
and women from every phase or evil. 
The sinner, the drunkard, tlio drug 
fiend, the licentious man, the sick, the 
consumptive, the cancer victim, and 
even tho leper have looked up to God 
and called her “blessed.” There may 
be those who would seek to rob her of 
her work uiid thus rob humanity of 
its salvation. Their effort, however, 
is doomed to failure. Day by day 
there is un irresistible impulse impel- 
ling countless men and women to en- 
ter the ranks of Chrlstiun Science and 
there find a practical religion, reveal- 
ing to them tho true God and His 
Christ. It is also impelling them to 
love each other, to ho tender and truo, 
to be pure und strong, to live for mun- 
kind and to let the pouco of God dwell 
in t lie in richly. Tills mighty army of 
men and women is marching forth to 
tlio support of Mrs. Eddy’s life-work 
and they are marching forward “with 
signs following.’’ Whut Mrs. Eddy real-! 


ly demanded of Christian Scientists is 
nado clear in her own statement (Mis- 
cellaneous Writings, p. 206): "Beloved 
students, you have entered the path. 
Press patiently on; God Is good, and 
good Is the reward of all who diligent- 
ly seek God. Your growth will be 
rapid, if you love good supremely, and 
understand and oboy tho Way-Hhower, 
who, going before you, lias scaled the 
steep uscout of Christian Science, 
stands upon the mount of holinoss, 
the dwelling-place of our God, and 
bathes in tho baptismal font of eter- 
nal Love. 

"As you journey, und betimes sigh 
for rest ‘beside tho still wuters,’ pond- 
er this lesson of love. Leurn its pur- 
pose; und in hope and faith, where 
heart meets liourt reciprocally blest, 
drink with me tho living waters of tho 
spirit of my life-purpose, — to impress 
immunity with the genuine recogni- 
tion of practical, operative Christian.

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MR. ROSS KIL LED 

Popular Newton Man Fatally Injured At Explosion of 
Torpedoes Last Friday Afternoon 


Louis S. Ross of 414 Walnut street. 
Newtonville, was fatally injured Fri- 
day afternoon while testing railway 
signal torpedos on the Emerson es- 
tate at the corner of River and Far- 
well streets. Waltham. This estate is 
located near the old Metz automobile 
factory and was recently purchased by 
Mr. Ross. The estate extends to the 
Charles River, and at a point about 
75 yards from Farwell street the tests 
were to take place. 

Mr. Ross for many years had been 
engaged in the manufacture of torpedo 
signals used by railroads. He had fac- 
tories In different parts of the coun- 
try and had achieved much success 
in his business. About a year ago he 
completed a fine office building at 
Newton and moved his headquarters 
here. In conjunction with Walter 
Wedger, state chemist and expert on 
explosives, Ross had devised a new 
form of torpedo which was supposed 
to explode only when subjected to 
great pressure. The tests planned 
for last Friday were for the purpose 
of proving that these torpedoes would 
not explode when a bullet would be 
fired into them, or when subjected to 
great heat and flames. 

Friday afternoon Ross arrived at the 
testing grounds accompanied by Wil- 
liam Pike, a Newton electrician, and 
J. Wiley Edmands, one of his employ- 
ees. Present also were officials of his 
company, Walter Wedger, a close 
friend and associate of Ross, and sev- 
eral Waltham youths who had been 
attracted to the scene. The torpedoes 
had been brought to the place in a 
truck driven by Peter Ryan of Cabot 
street, Newtonville. Helping Ryan 
was William Charlton. The explosives 
were contained in large wooden boxes. 
One of these boxes was unloaded from 
the truck and placed on the ground. 
Wedger had brought a rifle, aB it had 
been planned to fire a bullet into the 
case of torpedos from a distance of 
300 feet, or so. Instead, Ross took a 
.18 calibre revolver and standing about 
10 feet from the box, which contained 
ten gross of the torpedos, he pulled 
the trigger. The revolvei failed to dis- 
charge, a most fortunate circumstance 
for Pike and Edmands, who were 
standing alongside Ross. These two 
men turned on their heels and started 
to walk to a safer distance. Wedger 
had yelled to Ross not to shoot at 
such a close proximity to the torpedos, 
and dodged behind the truck. But 
Ross was so supremely confident that 
the torpedos would not explode, that 
he pulled the trigger of the pistol a 
second time. This time the weapon 
discharged a cartridge and immediate- 
ly the 1440 torpedos in the big box 
exploded. Fragments of the torpedos 
and the packing case were hurled in 
all directions. The men on the scene 
were knocked to the ground. By 
some miracle the boxes of torpedoes 
on the truck which stood within a few 
feet of the explosion, did not go off. 
Peter Ryan, who was on the truck, 
received numerous lacerations, but 
was not dangerously injured. 

Ross bore the brunt of the explo- 
sion. His body from his hips to his 
shoulders was terribly torn by the fly- 
ing fragments. Frank Buckley of 
Brookline, an official of Mr. Ross’s con- 
cern, the Central Railway Signal Com- 
pany, lay helpless on the ground, his 
right leg fractured and his thigh 
pierced with a fragment of flying 
wood. Pike and Edmands suffered nu- 
merous cuts from the flying debris. 
One of the spectators, Peter Smith of 
Waltham, sustained gashes in the neck 
and chest and contusions on his head; 
his companion, Charles McQuiston, 15, 
of Waltham, received bad cuts on his 
legs. Wedger and Bernard Chadwick, 
whose home is nearby the scene of the 
accident suffered many bruises and 
lacerations. Pike rushed to a nearby 
house, called the police ambulances of 
Newton and Waltham, and had doc- 
tors summoned. Ross died while be- 
ing rushed to the hospital in the New- 
ton ambulance. Buckley and Ryan 
were taken to the Newton hospital 
and the others were treated by Dr. 
Frank M. Stiles and other physicians. 

Louis S. Ross was born in Newton- 
ville 50 years ago, the son of the late 
Henry F. Ross. After graduating from 
Newton High School and the Bryant 
Stratton Business College he en- 
gaged in business with his father for 
a short time and then engaged in the 
manufacture of steam motor cars. He 
was the invontor of the Ross Steam- 
er, which in its day was the fastest 
motor-car made In this country. Prior 


to inventing this car, Mr. Ross made 
a number of records with the Stanley 
Steam Car. He and Fred Marlot of 
Watertown were the first two men 
to drive motor cars a mile in less than 
one minute. They accomplished this 
feat at Ormond Beach, Florida. While 
Mr. Ross was manufacturing the Ross 
Steamer, he started to manufacture 
railroad torpedo signals and fuses in 
a small factory on Blake street in 
Cabot Woods. This business was 
known as the Vulcan Manufacturing 
Company. Later in company with oth- 
ers he became a partner in the Cen- 
tral Railway Signal Company. 

From boyhood Mr. Ross had been 
intensely interested in fire fighting 
and he had made a number of inven- 
tions to assist in fire prevention. Prior 
to the use of automobiles he was a 
familiar figure ns he drove to nearly 
all the fires in this city behind speedy 
horses. With the advent of motorcars, 
he not only attended fires in this city, 
but he went to large fires in surround- 
ing cities. He had his house connect- 
ed with the fire alarm signal systems 
of Newton, Boston and other sur- 
rounding places and his garage was 
equipped with automatic doors sim- 
ilar to those in use at fire houses. He 
was prominently identified with the 
Box 52 Association, composed of the 
“sparks” who responded to all mul- 
tiple alarms in Boston. 

He had travelled extensively, return- 
ing a couple of months ago from a trip 
around the world, one of several such 
he had made. One of his hobbies was 
the collection of parrots and cockatoos, 
of which he owned nearly 40, housing 
them in a large aviary. He had been 
frequently urged to accept political 
honors, but never consented. 

An evidence of his intense loyalty 
to Newton, and his unselfishness, was 
demonstrated last year when he erect 
ed the new office building on Ce.ntre 
street. According to the plans of this 
structure, which contained a large pa- 
rage at its rear, a driveway f or auto- 
mobiles was constructed opening onto 
Centre street. Thinking that this 
driveway might cause a certain haz- 
ard to pedestrians using Centre street, 
Mr. Ross at an expense of many thou- 
sands of dbllars, purchased more land 
off Jefferson Htreet, and had a costly 
approach made into the garage from 
that street. The driveway leading from 
Centre street was fenced off. He was 
an intensely active man, imbued with 
an unusual sense of fuirness. His as- 
sociates, employes and friends all 
laud his manliness and generosity. 

His funeral service was held at his 
late home Tuesday afternoon at 2:30, 
Rev. Rubens R. Hadley of the Newton- 
ville Unlversalist Church officiating. 
The Schubert Male Quartet sang sev- 
eral selections. Among the hundreds 
who filled the Ross home were Mayor 
Childs and many Newton officials, Fire 
Chiefs Ramllett of Newton, Sennott of 
Boston, Johnson of Waltham, Ahearn 
of Watertown, fire officials from other 
cities, and representatives of the many 
Masonic bodies with which Mr. Ross 
had been affiliated. He was a 32nd 
degree Mason. Burial was in the fam- 
ily lot at Newton Cemetery. There 
was a great profusion of floral trib- 
utes. 

The honorary pallbearers were 
Judge William F. Bacon of Newton. 
Chief Clarence Randlett of Newton 
Fire Department, Assistant Chief Hen- 
ry Fox of Boston Fire Department, .1. 
Wiley Edmands of Newton Highlands, 
Lester Watson of Chestnut Hill, Ralph 
Longden of Auburndale. William S. 
Whitman of Newtonville, Arthur Paul 
of Waltham, Joseph Webber and Ma- 
son Whittemore of Brookline. 

He is survived by his widow, who 
was Miss Florence Keith of Water- 
town.

We have received a very Interesting 
letter from Mr. Wilfred A. Wetherbee, 
one of Nowton’s oldest young men.

As 
I was a member of the first class that 
was housed in that building, I feel I 
can give you a correct statement re- 
garding It. In 1853 the only school 
building in Newton Corner was the 
Richardson St. School, which was on 
tho corner near the Rail Road. In the 
building was a Primary, Intermediate, 
Grammar and a little later a High 
School. Tlie Primary and Interme- 
diate (we had no Grade Schools In 
those years) were on the lower floor. 
In 1854 the Primary School became so 
crowded that It was found necessary 
to divide it and a new building wns 
started on the corner of Pearl and 
School (now Thornton) Streets. The 
pupils living on the South Side of tlie 
Railroad remained at the Richardson 
St. School. The children of the North 
Side, (of which the writer was one) 
while the new building was being 
erected were placed in the vestry of 
the old Eliot Church. We were moved 
Into the new building even before It 
was entirely ready, the writer having 
to sit on the Iron stand on which the 
little arm chairs then in use, the first 
day. Only the lower story was fin 
Islied hut the upper floor remained un- 
finished for a number of years. Miss 
S. M. Duncklee who passed away only 
a few years ago was the first teacher 
of that school, and was loved by all 
the scholars. The writer was 7 years 
old at that time and three years later 
was made the janitor. 

Again. A few weeks ago you spoke 
of the Middlesex Hall building, hut 
said nothing of its history prior to 
Sumner’s occupancy. The building 
was erected about 18(50. The hall up 
stairs was called Middlesex Hall and 
was in constant use as a hall for 
many years. Religious meetings were 
held there on Sundays. Charles Ward 
Post. Ci. A. R.. was organized there 
in 18(58. On the ground floor where 
the Sumner store was later estab- 
lished. was a grocery store rnn in 
18151, 2 and 3 by Lyman G. Stevens. He 
sold out to John Warner, who later 
moved Into the store corner of Elm- 
wood and Centre streets. The other 
store afterwards occupied by George 
Robbins as a shoe store was first oc- 
cupied by two ladies as a Millinery 
store. The old house afterwards moved 
hack into the yard next to the Hall 
building formerly stood out on a line 
with the front of the Hall. The writer 
was horn in the old house now stand- 
ing in rear of the Taylor building di- 
rectly opposite the Old Bank grounds. 
In those days it stood out near the 
street line. If you desire to make a 
story out of any of the foregoing you 
are at perfect liberty to do so. Please 
publish some more of the old land 
marks. They are interesting to some 
of us.” 


• Bill” Pike is both the victim of 
"hard luck” and the possessor of a 
charmed life. Several weeks ago 
“Bill” was standing on a post at the 
corner of Homer street and Common- 
wealth avenue, installing electrical 
equipment for a street traffic signal, 
when a motor car operated by a lady 
who was a new driver collided with 
tlie post.

Last Friday "Bill” 
was standing alongside his old friend, 
the late Louis Ross, when the latter 
started to fire a bullet Into the case 
of torpedoes at Waltham. Fortunately 
for Pike, the revolver jammed on the 
first attempt at firing, and he had 
time to walk hack 20 feet, and so es- 
caped fatal injuries when the explo- 
sion occurred. 

Residents along Waverly avenue are 
hoping that the street will he re- 
stored to decent condition as soon as 
possible. They think that a sufficient 
length of time has passed, since this 
j main thoroughfare was torn up to en- 
1 able gas mains to he laid in it. to 
have tho street property resurfaced.

EARNSHAW MILLS 
SHOWS GROWTH 


Affiliated Sidling Branch Coming to 
Newton Next Month 


Some weeks ago the GRAPHIC 
printed a story telling of the removal 
from Newton to Georgia of the Silver 
Lake Cordage Company, a concern 
which had been located In this city for 
•57 years. Comment was made of the 
exodus of the textile Industry from 
New England towards the South. As 
a happy contrast to this loss, attention 
should be called to the upbuilding in 
Newton of a rapidly growing textile 
business which moved Into this city 
a few years ago from Chicago. 

In 1911 Mr. George F. Earnshaw 
started the Earnshaw Knitting Com- 
pany at Chicago for the manufacture 
of Vunta Baby Garments. The fol- 
lowing year Mr. William A. Alexan- 
der became associated with him. With 
Mr. Earnshaw supervising the sales 
of the product, and Mr. Alexander in 
charge of the manufacturing end, the 
company enjoyed steady growth. In 
1920 the Earnshaw Knitting Company 
moved part of its plant to Newton, oc- 
cupying some of the mill buildings on 
California street which had been 
erected by the Shepherd Worsted 
Mills. With Mr. Alexander came Mr. 
Joseph H. LeConey as Superintendent. 
The company started in Newton with 
hut 12 operatives. The excellence of 
its products and the efficiency with 
which it has been managed, together 
with tlie ability of Mr. Earnshaw as 
a sales executive have achieved such 
success for this textile concern, that 
today it employs 500 persons. Most 
of its employees are residents of this 
city, so it can lie seen that the Earn- 
shaw Knitting Company contributes in 
no small degree to the prosperity of 
the working people of Newton. The 
factory buildings of the company are 
of the most modern type, and its em- 


ployees enjoy excellent working condi- 
tions. 

The Earnshaw Sales Company, the 
affiliated selling branch of the com- 
pany, did not come to Newton with 
the manufacturing branch of this in- 
dustry. It has been decided, however, 
to move the Sales Company to this 
city, and next month will witness tho 
arrival here of this organization. Mr. 
Earnshaw Is no stranger In this sec- 
tion as he is a native of Boston. In 
anticipation of moving to Newton, he 
recently purchased a home on High- 
land street, West Newton. 

Newton is fortunate In having ac- 
quired an industry such as the Earn- 
shaw Knitting Company. While a 
large percentage of the residents of 
this city are business or professional 
persons who work In Boston, Newton 
lias a considerable percentage of work- 
ing people, many of families which 
have been here for several genera- 
tions. This element in the city require 
stable industries to furnish It employ- 
ment. With an old established busi- 
ness having moved from Newton, it is 
encouraging to observe this compara- 
tively new business making rapid 
progress.

RED CROSS NEWS 

Wlmt would you do If some one 
were drowning? Could you spring to 
the rescue, bring him to shore, per- 
form resuscitation if necessary, and 
save a life? Or would you have to 
look on In terrible helplessness while 
a life was lost? 

A drowning person needs help — not 
company. Expert life savers say 
that If you can’t help him. you had 
better stay away. To he a good swim- 
mer Is one thing; to be a life saver 
Involves something quite different. 
Drowning people are for the moment 
endowed with almost superhuman 
strength. Comparative weakling* 
have been known to drag beneath the 
water with them capable swimmers 
much stronger than themselves. 

Each day 18 people drown at Amer- 
ica’s beaches, lakes, ponds and rivers. 
This month will claim Its toll of over 
f* 4 o lives— the next 12 months their 
650. Enough people have been 
drowned In this country In the last 
eleven years to fill the great Yale 
bowl. They outnumber more than 
two to one America’s losses In ac- 
tion during the World War. 

The tragic loss of life each year by 
drowning has led the local Chapter of 
the American Red Cross to Institute 
one of the most far-reaching cam- 
paigns for water snfety that has ever 
been attempted In this locally. In 
classes, by demonstrations, and Indi- 
vidual Instruction, every swimmer 
will he given un opportunity to be- 
come a Red Cross Life Saver, thor- 
oughly qualified t<> care for himself 
ami protect others In the water. 

Of special benefit to the police and 
fire deparments will be the Instruc- 
tion in the Prone Pressure method of 
artificial resuscitation. The only 
equipment required to resuscitate by 
the Prone Pressure method a person 
overcome by water, gas or smoke are 
two good hands and a level head. It 
is declared to be the simplest and 
most effective method of resuscitation 
ever evolved. 

Soon afer a New York policeman 
had finished his course In Red Cross 
Life Saving he saved the lives of two 
people overcome by smoke by using 
the Prone Pressure method. Numer- 
ous instances are on record where po- 
lice and firemen have saved the lives 
of gas. smoke and electric shock vic- 
tims by applying what they had 
learned In Red Cross Life Saving 
courses. 

Over 60,000 swimmers in America 
have been given this Instruction by 
the American Red Cross and after 
passing rigid tests have been enrolled 
In Its live-saving corps. They know 
j what to do when a person is drown- 
1 lug. They know how to avoid his 
I death grips. If by accident they are 
caught in one, they know how to 
break every conceivable grip that a 
They can hold him with one arm un- 
der perfect control while they swim 
I drowning man can get on his rescuer. 
Ito shore with tin- other. They can 
I perform i4>suscitation, and have re- 
vived people who have been In the 
water as long as 80 minutes. Each 
year they save hundreds of people. 

The water safety campaign will 
prove of interest both to swimmers 
and non-swimmers because the meth- 
ods used to resuscitate water victims 
are equally effective when adminis- 
tered to those overcome by gas, 
smoke or eleetrie shock. 

When accidents occur, seconds 
count. When someon« Is overcome by 
the much-talked-of deadly carbon mo- 
noxide gass in the garage, or mother 
or sister Is found unconscious on the 
kitchen floor from gas escaping from 
an insidious leak in the pipes, a 
knowledge of life-saving methods may 
prove the means of saving a life. 
There is no time then to run for help. 

To prevent tragedies of this kind 
the local Red Cross Chapter has in- 
vited the whole community to take 
advantage of the instruction which 
will be offered here and to prepare 
themselves to meet emergencies both 
on land and in the water. 

After completing the course of in- 
struction. swimmers will be given a 
rigid test to determine whether they 
are qualified to act as Red Cross life- 
savers. Those passing tin* tests will 
become enrolled Red Cross life-savers 
and will be entitled to wear the of- 
ficial insignia of the American Red 
Cross Life-Saving corps on their bath- 
ing suits.

Anybody who has not already en- 
rolled can do so by going to Crystal 
Lake or to Auburndale playground 
starting Monday morning, June 20th. 
Mr. Britton F. Roughner, the Life Sav- 
ing Instructor and representative of 
the Newton Chapter of the American 
Red Cross will be at Crystal Lake un- 
til further notice, every morning from 
9-12 and at the Auburndale bathing 
beach every afternoon from 2 until 
5 o’clock.

ROTARY CLUB 


The speaker at the regular weekly 
meeting of the Newton Rotary Club 
on Monday at the Woodland Golf Club 
was Mr. Harry W. Fitts, vice-president 
of the New England Structural Steel 
Company and a prominent and active 
member of the city government. Mr 
Fitts, subject dealt with structural 
steel in the construction of the mod 
ern theatre and was interesting a^ 
well as Instructive to the members 
present. 

Using the new memorial Keith thea- 
tre as an illustration Mr. Fitts ex 
plained that the modern methods or 
building demanded structural steel in 
theatre not only for fireproof reasons 
which eliminates the use of wood but 
because it relieves the architect of the 
necessity of employing columns in tlm 
middle of the auditorium to carry th n 
load. The Keith Memorial theatre 
and the Metropolitan theatre in Bos 
ton are both fine instances of such 
construction. Another trend of mod 
ern construction is the abolishment of 
the second balcony which in oldtime 
theatres was regarded as a necessity 

In the Keith theatre Mr. Fitts said 
that 2200 tons of steel were used will: 
no two pieces of structural members 
alike because of the peculiar shape of 
the lot upon which the building is 
built. One of the heaviest trusses 
placed in this building weighs 10! 
tons and between twenty and twenty 
five thousand rivets were used.

I realize that It is becoming 
more and more common, this bare- 
headed stuff, but as one of those timid 
persons who have not the courage to 
defy conventions I would not think 
of leaving the vicinity of my own 
home town without some kind of n 
hat. In consequence, I permit my- 
self to suffer on a fine day when 1 
should much prefer to allow the 
breezes to toss my locks to and fro. 
And all because somebody might point 
iit me and say, "Poor man, I suppose 
Ills hat blew off and he couldn’t find 
It again.” 

Rut to return to my investment. In 
this case it happens to have been a 
"sailor,” with a stiff rim, made dura- 
ble by an arrangement of softer straw 
close to the crown. At that it is a 
hit heavy and binds a trifle. Not that 
I am getting a swelled head, hut just 
because it is the nature of all stiff 
hats whether they be of straw or felt.

Unfortunately I am not one of those 
who can sit down and read a hook for 
the sake of killing time. I know that 
am now making a horrible admission, 
hut absorbing many pages of common- 
place writing is to he a difficult job 
and if I can r always avoid it. When 
I take up a hook it is for the purpose 
of being entertained. I am not a high- 
brow, hut I like and must have a book 
that tells me something I do not know. 
That being the case, you may say I 
could with profit peruse most any 
volume. 

Still, I found a hook recently which 
was delightly informative. It was Ern- 
nest Ingersoll's “Birds in Legend, 
Fable and Folklore.” I am sure this 
splendid work will never he a best- 
seller for it has been too carefully 
prepared. Therefore. I am not giving 
away advertising space, for the mark- 
et for this particular hook is, I regret 
to say, extremely limited. 

This is not one of those profusely 
illustrated volumes that tell you how 
to distinguish one bird from another. 
It is far more profound, although the 
style in which it Is written is fascinat- 
ing. What it does reveal is the part 
birds have in mythology, superstition 
and history. For instance, you will find 
the explanation of the favorite saying 
of the older folks — "a little bird told 
me.” 

You will he made to understand the 
reason some people believe the con- 
duct of a bird foretells marriage or 
death. Why there is a notion that 
when a bird uses human hair in its 
nest the owner of the hair will have 
headaches and late baldness. You 
will learn whence comes the saying, 
"I have the digestion of an ostrich” 
nd why an ostrich is supposed to stick 
its head in the sand with a feeling 
that it is unobserved by the world. 

Let me quote a paragraph: “Now 
the idea underlying all this faith in 
the supernatural wisdom and prophet- 
ic gift In birds is the general supposi- 
tion that they are spirits, or, at any 
rate, possessed by spirits, a doctrine 
that appears in various guises hut is 
universal in the world of primitive 
culture — a world nearer to us sophisti- 
cated readers.” 

I can imagine no better book for 
family reading. I mean by that one 
of those books in which every mem- 
ber of the household, no matter how 
young or how old, will display inten- 
sive interest. To me, it would seem 
to ho the ideal book from which one 
may read aloud for tho edification of 
everybody in the room or on the front 
piazza. But then, and I sigh as I 
write this, trash and twaddle are so 
much more popular that It Is almost 
useless to expect them to he replaced 
by anything worth while. 

One of the best moves in the inter- 
est of tho Republican party has been 
the organization of the Hatfield Club 
of Massachusetts, named after our 
own Ex-Mayor Charles E. Hatfield. 
There is no personal exploitation con- 
nected with it. Let that be under- 
tood at the beginning. I happen to he 
in a position to know and make that 
declaration without hesitation or qual- 
ification. Tho only thing that 
"Charley” Hatfield will recelvo Is tho 
satisfaction of hnving brought about 
the, registration of a large number 
of Republicans. This Is all he Is look- 
ing for uud all that he hopes to 
achieve. The Republican party ought 
to thank him. 

It appeared that for years Mr. Hat- 
field 1ms believed that the foreign- 
horn English-speaking citizens have 
not been urged to become naturalized 
and registered as they should. Ho 1ms 
felt that efforts were made to natural- 


ize those of other tonges and little 
attention paid to those who came from 
England and Canada. Their natural- 
ization and registration, in Ills opinion, 
would bo of value to the Republican 
pnrty. 

When a group of well known men re 
ently got together to organize for this 
purpose they decided tlmt an appro- 
priate name would he the Hatfield 
Club. "Charley” protested hut they 
insisted and the honor was actually 
thrust upon him. The club will have 
plenty to do. There are in Massachu- 
etts more than 382.000 adults of Cana- 
dian birth and 101,267 adults of Brit- 
ish birth. The aim of the club Is n 
total membership of 200,000. 

The men associated with Mr. Hat- 
field In this enterprise are not the kind 
to let the grass grow under their feet. 
They have already started in. One 
proof that they mean business Is 
the fact that they, are willing to work 
In a year when there is no election. 
This means they will have a great deal 
accomplished by the Fall of 1928 when 
they will be given a chance to dem- 
onstrate their power. The whole 
thing is a splendid example of political 
activity that is sound of principle and 
worthy of the effort. 

The Government letter-boxes have 
received a fresh coat of paint. The 
fact is the more noticable because of 
the change in color. In place of the 
well-known grass-green the wielders 
of the brushes have applied a sort of 
olive green. Maybe there is a reason, 
but if it is it must remain, as far as I 
am concerned, one of those mysteries 
for which the postal authorities at 
Washington are famous. 

Whether or not the new color is an 
improvement. I cannot say, for I have 
not given intense thought to that 
phase of the matter. I must say that 
as far as the boxes themselves go 
there 1ms been no improvement. They 
are just as difficult to manupulate as 
ever and quite ns easily to render use- 
less trying to stuff a great wad of 
printed matter in a slot intended only 
for letters. 

There have been changes in about 
everything in the line of food, trans- 
portation. household conveniences, 
and whatnot, hut we still have the let- 
ter-boxes that our grandfathers used. 
Perhaps we should applaud the Gov- 
ernment’s economy or perhaps no one 
has come forward with a new device 
that will permit a person to hold an 
umbrella over his head and try to lift 
the heavy slide and stow a letter in- 
side at the same time. All my young 
life I have been trying to perfect my- 
self in this feat, even to the extent 
of endeavoring to hold the umbrella 
handle In my teeth, but my efforts 
have been unavaling. 

But never mind about the boxes 
themselves. I have no further fault 
to find with their mechanism. What 
has always bothered me about them 
has been the card on the side of each 
box intended to tell the hours of col- 
lection or “Time Boxes Collected” as 
the legend reads. Intended for the 
nformation of the mailing-public these 
hours are both printed and written 
in ink. As yet 1 have failed to find a 
card that has not succumbed to the 
ravages of the raindrops and snow- 
drifts with the result that the printing 
and writting is fnr from legible. I 
don’t know that it makes any differ- 
ence just when letters are collected 
so long as they are certain to "go" 
sometime, but it would save the strain 
on many a pair of eyes iif the hours 
were printed on celluloid or some sub- 
stance from which time (say 24 to 
4S hours) would not efface them. 


Too bad Newton’s part in the Rev 
olutionary War was not sufficiently 
prominent to have the citizens of the 
eastern part of the State lay aside 
their regular business once a year and 
enjoyed a homemade holiday such as 
is marked by June 17 — Bunker Hill 
Day. 

Here we have a day that is and 
is not a holiday. I say it isn’t because 
there has been no* act passed by the 
General Court declaring it a legal 
holiday. Therefore, it has no stand- 
ing at the national or saving hanks 
or trust companies and without such 
standing no holiday or individual can 
expect to amount to much, at least 
not nowadays. 

And I insist that it is a holiday 
for the very reason that everybody in 
Greater Boston at least loafs all day 
or if he goes to business he doesn’t 
stay any longer than is necessary to 
open his mail, telephone some friend 
and make a date for a golf game and 
then hurry out to the links. 

As far as I have been able to learn no- 
body in Newton thinks of going to 
Charlestown to take part in the oelo 
bration or even look on. That, of 
course, is something for each one to 
settle for himself. I should think, 
however, that the least we might do 
is to write a letter to the Charlestown 
Committee on Celebration at City 

lull, Boston, and thank them for keep- 
ing alive the spirit which provides us 
a day-off at the expense of somebody 
else.

In anticipation of warm arguments 
over the proposed takiing of the 
land at the "triangle" site for a new 
city hall, and the confirmation of the 
appointment at Chief Befnanl F. 
Rurkn ns head of the police depart- 
ment for another year, the aldermnnlc 
chamber at City Hall was well filled 
by spectators on June 6, When 
President Weeks called the meeting 
to order at 7:55, Alderman Bliss was 
the only absentee. 

The first matter on the docket was 
the hearing on the petition of Cash- 
man & Ginsberg for a gasoline filling 
station at 2299 Washington street, 
Lower Falls. These petitioners had 
asked twice before for a permit, and 
were tamed down both tiinee. Frank 
Cathman, one of the petitioners stated 
t hat lie had been a resident of New- 
ton Upper Falls for 12 years and that 
he has not been getting a square deal 
on this matter. He referred to a 
business block which he and his part- 
ner erected a couple of years ago at 
Lower Falls and which lie claims is 
of such merit that i> distinctly im- 
proves that village. He said that for 
centuries and centuries no such build- 
ing as this was located at the Lower 
Falls, and he offered the argument that 
since he and his partner had invested 
some money by building this block of 
stores, they should he given a permit 
for the gasoline filling station. He ex- 
pressed the wish that he might pos- 
sess the vocabulary of Daniel Web- 
ster so that he could persuade the al- 
dermen to give him a square deal. He 
stated that 60 or 70 residents of the 
Lower Falls have signed a petition 
favoring the station. 

Rev. N. Everett Hanson of 2344 
Washington street stated that while 
he had opposed previous petitiions of 
Cashman & Ginsberg, now that it is 
proposed to change the site of the 
Hamilton School, the element of dan- 
ger to the school pupils because of the 
adjacency of the station, will have 
ceased, so he now is not opposed. 
William McLaughlin of 21 Atherton 
Place objected to the permit being 
granted. He said that if a station is 
permitted there, the city will have the 
expense of relocating hydrants, that it 
lias not been decided as to whether, 
or not, the school site will be 
changed, and that it will endanger the 
safety of the children. Daniel J. 
Cooney of Moulton street asked, "Are 
we changing the school site to enable 
the granting of a permit for a gasoline 
filling station? Why burden the tax- 
payers? Why not work for the in- 
terest of the citizens?" President 
Weeks ruled Mr. Cooney out of order,

ALDERMEN MEET 


Mucli Routine Business Trnnsnctml 
Monday Night 


The 13th regular meeting of the 
Aldermen for this year was held Mon- 
day night. In anticipation of the hurl- 
ing of the "bombshell” by those 
aldermen who were opposing the re- 
appointment of Chief of Police Burke, 
the aldermanlc chamber was well 
filled with spectators. The only mem- 
ber of the Bonrd absent was Alderman 
Bliss. 

The first matter on the docket was 
the hearing on the petition of the 
Massachusetts Wharf Coal Company 
for a permit to erect a seven-car pri- 
vate garage at 285 Newtonville ave- 
nue. and to install a gasoline tank of 
1000 gallons capacity at the same loca- 
tion. No one appeared to oppose this 
petition. On the matter of relocating 
and widening Ward street on the 
northeasterly side from Hammond 
street to Reservoir drive, a Mr. Har- 
wood appeared for C. Grafton Ward. 
He said that "Mr. Ward is not opposed 
to having the traffic hazard on Ward 
street lessened, but it is proposed to 
take more land than is necesary on 
his property; a strip varying from two 
to eleven feet in width. The most 
dangerous spot is opposite the reser- 
voir, further down the street. Mr. 
Ward is to build a new house and to 
take the strip would put this house 
out of line. Mr. Ward also objects to 
the widening as planned, because it 
will cause the destruction of a number 
of beautiful old shade trees which 
were planted by some of his ancestors 
the family having resided in Newton 
for centuries. Mr. Ward and City 
Engineer Morse have discussed a plan 
which should he satisfactory and 
which will necesitate less land being 
taken, and the removal of but one 
tree. If this plan is accepted Mr. 
Ward will donate land under the 
agreement that he will not be assessed 
for betterments, and that the city will 
rebuild a wall.” 

No persons appeared to favor or 
oppose the taking of land for drains 
and sewers on the following streets: 
Ellsworth road. Dana. Cambria and 
Falmouth roads, Waltham and Cherry 
streets. A “short recess" was taken 
at 8:20 to permit certain of the com- 
miittees to confer. This recess lasted 
until 9:57. 

When the Board reassembled, com- 
munications were received from the 
Mayor recommending the following ap- 
propriations: Inspector of Animals, 

salary increase of $300; plans and 
specifications for new school at Lower 
Falls. $1000; award for taking land 
for playground at Williams School, 
$4904; construction of tunnel at Eliot 
station, $15,500; improvement Under- 
wood School acoustics, $1500; work 
on plumbing at Rice School, $2600; 
temporary clerks, Treasurer’s Depart- 
ment. $850: office expenses. Treasur- 
er's Department, $285; additional hook 
space plans Newton Library, $500; re- 
location of three portable schools, 
$4500; new portable grandstands to 
hold 2500 persons, $12,500; traffic sig- 
nals, $697.

APARTMENT HOUSES 


Many Appear At Hearing Before 
Aldermanlc Committee. 

The Claims and Rules Committee of 
the Newton Aldermen held a public 
hearing at City Hall on Thursday eve- 
ning, June 16, on the proposed changes 
in the building code of this city which 
will permit apartment buildings to be 
of second-class construction instead of 
first-class, or so-called “fire-proof" con- 
struction as at present. A surprising- 
ly small number of persons were in 
attendance at the hearing, not over 25 
being in the aldermanlc chamber when 
the hearing was called. 

Chairman John Madden of the 
Claims and Rules Committee reviewed 
the proposed amendments to the build- 
ing code and outlined the arguments 
for anil against allowing the bars to 
b:* lowered so that apartment houses 
may lie profitably built in Newton. He 
explained that under the present build- 
ing code and zoning ordinance of this 
city, fire-proof apartment houses of 
first-class construction may be erected 
in any part of the general residence 
zones of the city. The matter has 
bpen under discussion for the past tw-o 
years. "Some persons," said Mr. Mad- 
den, “advocate apartment houses in 
Newton because they claim such build- 
ings will bring more buslnes to the 
merchants of the city, and will make 
Newton a more up-to-date’ community. 
Others congratulate Newton on having 
remained free from apartment houses, 
and assert that to permit this type of 
buildings here would make Newton 
similar to Allston. Dorchester, parts 
of Brookline, or any of those sections 
of Greater Boston where apartments 
have supplanted single and two-family 
dwellings." The opponents of apart- 
ment houses, continued Mr. Madden, 
argue "that Newton is a city of homes, 
and that in apartment buildings, the 
tenants are constantly shifting, that 
such buildings depreciate rapidly, and 
that if in Philadelphia fireproof dwell- 
ings can be erected profitably. Newton 
should not amend its building code to 
permit less expensive apartment build- 
ings to he constructed here." 

Apartment Houses in Newton 
He said. “Where will we place the 
apartment houses? According to the 
proposed amendment they could be 
constructed any place in the general 
residence zones, hut permits for them 
would have to he obtained from the 
aldermen. If the apartments should 
be confined to business zones, not only 
would few such buildings be possible, 
but the already small business dis- 
tricts would he rapidly filled up. and 
then demands would arise for more 
business zones. To allow them to be 
built throughout the general residence 
zones with aldermanlc approval, would 
cause a repetition of the dissatisfac- 
tion occasioned by the granting of 
permits for gasoline filling stations. 
If certain areas are zoned for apart- 
ment houses, some may object to 
treets lined with brick walls, as at 
Gnnlidge Corner. The first question 
is. 'Should we adopt the amendments 
*o the building code which will allow 
•inartments to he built more profit- 
The second question is. ‘When 
will wo allow them to be built?’” 
Building Commissioner Chadwick 
xpluined some of the details in the 
proposed amendment to the building 
code, which would reduce tile cost of 
r ciing such buildings in Newton 24 
p i cent. Even with this reduction it

CHIEF BURKE’S OPPONENTS LOSE 

Aldermen Refuse To Reconsider Appointment By Large 
Majority. Vote 17 to 3 


By a vote of 17 to 3 t lie Board of 
Ahh rmen on Monday night refused to 
pass a motion made by Alderman 
Hodgdon asking for the reconsidera- 
tion of the motion passed at the pre- 
vious meeting whereby the Board vo- 
ted to continue Chief of Police Ber 
nard F Burke in office for another 
year. Hodgdon' 8 motion was sec- 
onded by Alderman Heathcote. 

City Solicitor Bartlett had sent a 
letter to City Clerk Grant on June 15th, 
in which he said, among other things. 
‘You have told me that inquiries made 
at your office led you to believe that 
some member of the Board of Alder 
men at the meeting next Monday 
night, may question the legality of 
Chief Burke's present incumbency of 
his office. Mr. White. Comptroller of 
Accounts telephoned me and told me 
that someone had raised the question 
on this account of the propriety of 
his approving Chief Burke’s salary. I 
advised Mr. White over the telephone 
that I had advised you personally 
that there is no question in my mind, 
but that Chief Burke is the legal in- 
cumbent of the office he holds, and 
that Mr White was justified in ap- 
proving his salary up to the 22nd day 
of June, 1927, by which time he will 
either be continued in office hv vote 
of the Board, or will retire from office 
and go on a pension. As I will not he 
present at the Board meeting on next 
Monday evening. I am writing my 
views to you, for use of the Board, 
if called for. I am sending a copy to 
Mr. White for his guidance." Mr 
Bartlett was at Hanover. New Hamp- 
shire, attending the closing festivities 
at Dartmouth College: his son being 
a prominent member of the graduat- 
ing class. 

The City Solicitor's letter went on 
to say that he had. upon request, at 
that meeting of the Board last year 
when the aldermen voted to continue 
Chief Burke in office, explained the 
provisions of Section 3, Chapter 129. 
Special Acts of 1917, which provides 
for the continuance in office of the 
Chiefs of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments of Newton after they reach t lie* 
age of 65. The letter explained the 


alleged irregularities which the al- 
dermen attempting to block the 
Chief’s reappointment claim exist, 
and concluded by saying, "In the ab- 
sence of a plain and obvious illegality 
in this situation, and in the absence 
of any court decision to the contrary, 
and my personal belief that rhe 
Chief Is legally in office, I must so 
advise you for the Board of Aldermen, 
and Mr. White as Comptroller.’ 

Alderman Heathcote took the floor 
and reminded the Board that every 
member took a solemn oath of office 
to vote on everything as that member 
considered right. He asserted that 
t lie aldermen had a legal question 
placed before them of far reaching 
consequences, which cannot be avoid- 
ed. He referred to the ruling of the 
City Solicitor made at the preceding 
meeting of the aldermen, “that Chief 
Burke must request the aldermen to 
continue him in office." The Ward 4 
alderman insisted that inasmuch as 
Chief Burke in 1926 had made this re- 
quest to the Mayor, and the latter had 
ransmitted the request to the aider- 
men. that the law had not been com- 
plied with, and the Chief had not le- 
aglly held office for the past year. He 
argued that this contention is well 
founded because precisely the same 
situation existed last year as existed 
this year, and if the City Solicitor’s 
ruling applied this year, it should 
have applied last year. 

According to Mr Heathcote, if the 
Chief was not legally elected last 
year, all his acts in office during the 
year may be illegal. The legality of 
arrests by officers under him may be 
questioned, the payment of his salary 
may be questioned, those officers 
he suspended for varkjji§ offences may 
be entitled to sue for the pay they 
were deprived of during the terms of 
their suspensions. He asked if it is 
not better to face the situation to- 
gether and clear up the question if rhe 
appointment of the Chief is legal? He 
proposed that the aldermen ask the 
Mayor to obtain a ruling from the At- 
torney General as to whether or not 
policemen appointed by Chief Burke 
(Continued on Page 8)

KIWANIS CLUB 


At the regular meeting of the 
Ki winds Club, held at Norumbega on 
Tuesday noon. Vice-President Earl 
Harper presided. One new member. 
Mr. Andrew Washburn of Washburn 
A Stevens was introduced. The speak- 
er of the day was Mr. Charles O. Bai- 
ley of the State Department of Conser- 
vation. Mr. Bailey talked on the con- 
servation of our forests. He told that 
prior to 1880 Massachusetts raised 
enough timber to supply all its needs. 
Today It must import from 80 to 90% 
of the lumber it requires. Not only 
lias this country been prodigal In tho 
waste of its forests, hut those remain- 
ing are being destroyed by fires care- 
lessly set. Over 4000 forest fires have 
occurred In this state, nenrly all of 
which were caused hv carelessness. 
Railroad locomotives formerly were 
the chief causes of these fires, hut In 
latter years, autoniohilists have caused 
the most of the forest conflagrations. 
The careless throwing of cigar butts 
and cigarette stubs, and the failure 
of campers to properly extinguish 
camp fires, account for the loss of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of timber. 

Mr. Bailey told of the efforts the 
State is making to reforest this Com- 
monwealth. Over 105,000 acres of land 
have been reforested, and 1.500.000 
young trees planted. He exhorted any- 
one owning any waste land to plant 
voting trees on it. and explained that 
these trees can be purchased from 
the State as low as $10 per thousand. 
He told of the value of well shaded 
streets to communities, and advised 
all cities and towns to line their high- 
ways with attractive shade trees.

Alderman Heatheote asked the 
chairman of the Public Works Com- 
mittee to read the report received 
from City Veterinary C. A. Boutelle 
relative to the condition of the horses 
owned by the Street Department of 
Newton. This report followed an ex- 
amination made of the horses some 
months ago by Dr. Boutelle. Of the 52 
horses used by the department he 
reported that 23 are in excellent con- 
dition, 18 are less than 75 percent 
efficient and may have to be replaced 
from time to time as they break down 
or their usefulness becomes negative, 
11 should be exchanged or destroyed. 
Chairman Earle of the Public Works 
Committee read the report, as request- 
ed, and told of the visit made by his 
committee several weeks ago to tin 
various city stables, and the inspection 
of these horses. 

Alderman Heatheote asserted that 
no member of the Board is more de- 
sirous for economy than is lie, but that 
tin' Public Works and Finance com- 
mittees erred when they did not al- 
low the Street Department the amount 
of money asked for by the Commis- 
sioner in his budget recommendation, 
which would have permitted the unfit 
horses having been replaced by other 
animals. He stated that although he 
is a member of the Finance Commit- 
tee he was unaware of the condition 
of the disabled horses which Dr. Bou- 
telle’s report condemned. 

Alderman Gallagher took exception 
to the Ward I member’s assertion that 
no report had been made of the horses, 
as lie, himself, had brought the mat- 
ter tip oil' 1 night at ;t meeting of the 
Board, and Alderman Heatheote was 
present. The Ward 1 member added 
the comment. "The steam roller was 
working that night, just as It was 
working tonight. This meeting tonight 
is only by-play. 

Alderman Earle, whose committee 
had been the target of some of the 
shafts hurled by the Ward 4 aider- 
man. inquired of Commissioner Stu- 
art if the city had treated any horses 
used by tin* Street Department cruel- 
ly by compelling them to work in an 
unfit condition, and he received the 
reply. "No." Answering another ques- 
tion put by Mr. Earle. Mr. Stuart 
stated that the horses owned by New- 
ton compare favorably with those 
owned by other cities. 

Alderman Bail asked Chairman 
Earle of the Public Works Commit- 
tee. "Will your committee recommend 
that the horses he sold to a dealer in 
horses, who has offered $300 for the 
eight old horses, or will they be hu- 
manely disposed of?” Mr. Earle re- 
plied, "Our committee lias advised the 
Street Commissioner that all these 
horse be humanely destroyed." 

Alderman Grehenstein movod that 
a hearing he assigned on July 25 on 
the petition of Philip Capadonna for 
a continuation of non-conforming use 
of the property owned by the petition- 
er on Lexington street, Auburndale. 
The meeting adjourned at 12:02 a. m.

would still cost more to build apart- 
ments in Newton than in Boston. 
Brookline or Cambridge. 

Bancroft Goodwin told of the many 
old residents of Newton now dwelling 
tit Vernon Court, tills city’s largest 
apartment house, and who are very 
happy there. He stated that many old 
’ " Mi ll! ; % ■ :t \ have been forced 
to leave New ton because of t h « - i r in 
ability to rent apartments hero. lie 
argued that it is illogical to compel 
apartment buildings to he fireproof 
when schoolhoiises in this city are of 
second-class construction. No build- 
ing is fireproof that contains combust!- 
bl<- materials. lie heartily favored 
more apartments in Newton to permit 
older residents of this city to be able 
to remain in the city when it is no 
longer practicable for them to main- 
tain large single residences. "Wo and 
our friends want to stay in Newton." 
said Mr. Goodwin, “and small apart- 
ments are desired by many persons In 
this city, and are not obtainable.” Ho 
favored the creation of apartment 
house zones, as suggested by Mr. Mud- 
den, and lie mentioned the corners of 
Washington and St. James streets, 
Centre and Mount Ida streets, Park 
and Vernon stroets, as desirable locu- 
tions for upurtment houses.

John T. Burns told of starting sev- 
eral years ago to erect an attractive 
building on Hunnewell Hill which 
would have contained 26 apartments, 
but the prohibitive restrictions put 
into the Newton building code made 
such a building an unprofitable ven- 
ture. He said that high rents and lack 
of apartments in this city have forced 
many old-timers to move to other 
places. He mentioned that persons do 
not wish to dwell in apartments in 
noisy business sections and lie advo- 
cated a setback for all apartment 
houses to allow for lawns and gardens 
In front of them. He contended that 
attractive apartment structures would 
be more of an asset to the city than 
the cheap two-family dwellings which 
have been erected here in late years. 
Mr. Burns explained that many old 
houses in Newton are so unprofitable 
that they have become dilapidated. 
He asked If Elmwood street, with its 
old buildings would not be vastly im- 
proved if modern, attractive apart- 
ments would be erected on it to re- 
place the present structures there? 
While he does not favor apartments 
encroaching into the private residen- 
tial zones or this city, he believes that 
on many streets apartment houses will 
he a benefit and not a detriment to 
the city. 

Edward P. Tuttle said that he lias 
resided in Newton for 63 years and 
has owned three houses in this city 
but that he became tired of the trouble 
and expense of keeping a big house 
and now resides in Vernon Court. 
Thirty of the thirty-five tenants there 
are old residents of Newton, and an- 
other building of equal size could 
easily he filled by the proprietor of 
Vernon Court by Newton people who 
could not he accommodated at that 
apartment house. Mr. Tuttle told the 
aldermen that the tenants at Vernon 
Court make up a very happy family and 
a real home atmosphere prevails there. 
He would not want to see Newton 
filled with cheap apartment houses of 
the type prevailing In parts of Allstou 
and Dorchester, hut he favors apart- 
ment buildings of the better type to 
permit desirable old residents to re- 
main In this city when they must give 
tip their large residences. He also 
stated that many young folks are 
forced to leave Newton when they 
get married because apartments are 
not available here. He thinks tho 
problem of allowing better class apart- 
ments in Newton can he satisfactorily 
worked out. • 

Clifton C. Mowry of the Newton 
Chamber of Commerce stated that 
while he did not desire to be recorded 
as being In favor of apartments in 
Newton, tlie modification of the build- 
ing code to permit second-class con- 
struction. had been advocated by the 
directors of the Chamber. 

Warren Eustis of 125 Washington 
street, Newton, stated that he was a 
native of this city and that while the 
zoning laws were made to afford New- 
ton social and economic benefits, on 
Hunnewell Hill. West Newton hill and 
in other sections of the city, piany fine 
old houses are being smothered by 
changing conditions, and real estate 
values have decreased. If certain dis- 
tricts are opened up to better type 
apartments, tho city will benefit finan- 
cially and artistically. 

James P. Gallagher said that even if 
all the proposed changes in the build- 
ing code are adopted, the cost of build- 
ing apartments in Newton will prevent 
the cheap type of apartments which 
have cluttered Allstou and Brookline. 
Referring to an allusion made by Mr. 
Madden anent tlie chatter about tho 
“Golden Calf.’’ in connection with tlie 
building of gasoline stations, Mr. Gal- 
lagher commented that mean Insinua- 
tions had been spread about the New- 
ton aldermen long before gasoline 
stations had become a "burning ques- 
tion,” and lie cited the criticisms 
hurled at the Board of Aldermen 
thirty years ago when, the Common- 
wealth avenue project was authorized, 
even though tlie construction of this 
boulevard proved one of the best 
tilings ever done for Newton. He as- 
serted that all legislative bodies are 
subjected to unjust criticisms and told 
the aldermen "that If your consciences 
are clear, you can disregard the? 
knocks. In 999 out of 1000 cases the 
knocker is some person who has an 
unground ax beneath his tunic." 

Horace Orr told that the present 
severe buildings code was rushed 
through by a former Board of Aider- 
men to serve* the single purpose of 
preventing the erection of an apart- 
ment house at the corner of Church 
and Centre streets, Newton, and that 
it lias caused much trouble* since. He 
stated that with the building codes 
in surrounding cities much loss strict 
than Newton’s, there will not he? heavy 
competition between builders of apart- 
ments In this city, and that it is 
blocking the wheels of progress not to 
right tin- wrong which crept in when 
tin* building code \tns stiffened to stop 
the* erection of one* building.

Dr. Edward A. Andrews of the New- 
ton Centro Improvement Association 
was the first person to speak against 
making the building code less strict, 
so that apartment houses may be built 
more profitably. He said that during 
the last ten or twelve years this city 
has grown tremendously even though 
It has this strict building code. But 
two citiies in Massachusetts, Boston 
and Springfield, have exceeded it In 
the amount of new building construc- 
tion. Newton has attracted large 
numbers of new residents who have 
come here because the city enjoys the 
reputation of being a single-residence 
community, and people have moved 
here to escape the apartment house 
environment. "Is It fair,” he asked, 
"to make Newton an apartment house 
city? Do we want anything hut fire- 
proof construction in business dis- 
tricts?” He stated "It is not fair to 
compare schools with apartment 
houses. Schools are Isolated, have 
plenty of corridors and exits, and most 
of tlieir occupants are awake, whereas 
in apartments most of the occupants 
are asleep during the night hours. If 
the apartments will he built in busi- 
ness zones, more business districts 
will he necesary. Business districts are 
unfit for apartments, because of noise, 
and unhealthy, because of the smells 
coming from the stores underneath.” 
He asked, "Do you want apartments In 
residence zones? This can he an- 
swered by looking at Allstou and 
Brookline, This is only the entering 
wedge to make Newton an apartment 
house city. Real estate men and 
builders are well represented here to- 
night. If this change in the building 
code is sought on the principle of dol- 
lars and cents, should we consider it?" 

Alderman Hodgdon asked Dr. An- 
drews, “Would real estate men and 
builders be interested In this change 
unless there Is a big demand for apart- 
ments?" Dr. Andrews answered, "Yes. 
There Is a big demand.” 

C. Faulkner Kendall of Institution 
avenue said, "I have been trying to 
find from the remarks if the majority 
of Newton residents want this change. 
I, for one, am very much opposed to it, 
and no change in our building code 
should be made unless there is a very 
big demand.” Dr. Andrews commented 
that the hearing should have been bet- 
ter advertised. 

John Roberts, a fire prevention ex- 
pert, explained the fire-resisting prop- 
erties of second-class construction as 
compared with first-class, and stated 
that Newton can safely go further 
than the proposed changes in its build- 
ing code without creating fire hazards 
in buildings which would he erected 
under the modified code. He claimed 
that business blocks are much greater 
fire hazards than apartment houses 
because of their more combustible con- 
tents. He told the aldermen that 
Newton lias reached the point where 
apartment houses are almost impera- 
tive. and that the older residents here, 
who desire to dwell in apartments are 
entitled to considerable consideration. 


Alderman Madden called attention 
to the unscrupulous builders who 
might come from other places Into 
Newton, circumvent the building code, 
and erect inferior apartment buildings. 
He asked, “How can we control 
them?" Building Commissioner Chad- 
wick informed Mr. Madden “that the 
building code Is very specific, that 
every building is inspected from start 
to finish, and that State building in- 
spectors, in addition to the local in- 
spectors, would examine apartment 
houses under construction.” Bancroft 
Goodwin referred to the decision of 
the Supreme Court against the Fuller 
Garage at West Newton, because tho 
owners of tills property had not com- 
plied with the requirements specified 
by the city, and that the use of apart- 
ment buildings which were con- 
structed in violation of the building 
laws can he prevented. Ho stated that 
he believed the Newton Inspectors will 
do their work faithfully, as he is con- 
fident that graft does not exist In this 
city.

COLLEGE NEWS

With the Issuance of the Newtonian 
there is one matter of considerable 
Interest In this 1927 volume to all 
college students, and that is the col- 
lege that each of the masculino ele- 
ment desires to attend next year.

On Thursday June 10th 27 fortunnte 
Girl Scouts of Newton went to the 
Charlestown Navy Yard at the Invita- 
tion of Admiral Andrews to see the 
docking of the U. S. Frigate Constitu- 
tion. Tills waft the first time that the 
old ship hud been in dry dock since 
833, on which date kite christened this 
very same dock that she slowly en- 
tered on Thursday, to the accompani- 
ment of a presidential salute roared 
out by the big guns while the crowd 
sang the National Anthem. The cere- 
mony was opened with a short ad- 
dress by Admiral Andrews followed 
by prayer offered by Bishop Slattery 
of the Episcopal diocese of Massachu- 
setts. Then Governor Fuller spoke 
briefly nnd Mnyor Nichols nnd othVr 
political celebrities were introduced. 
Secretary of the Nnvy Wilbur made 
the speech of the day giving a resume 
of the history of the old ship nnd 
comparing the conditions of this dock- 
ing with those of 94 years ago. nnd 
all the while airplanes dipped and 
soared over head, the noise of their 
engines often drowning the voices of 
the speakers. After Old Ironsides 
was safely resting in her place nnd 
Navy divers had gone down to make 
all fast below, the Girl Scouts went 
on hoard the U. S. S. Memphis, the 
ship that had just brought Colonel 
Lindbergh home from France. A 
friendly sailor showed them about the 
ship and told them the story of the 
trip across the ocean with the famous 
airman. The great disappointment 
of the day was the fact that so few 
girls were able to be present on this 
historic occasion. Space had been 
reserved at the dock for 300 Girl 
Scouts but these girls were not able 
to go because’ of graduation In the 
grammar schools and examinations 
In the Hiigh Schools.

ABOUT TOWN 


By Edw. H. Powers 

Monday night at the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen the writer togeth- 
er with the Mayor, the City Solicitor, 
and seventeen members of the Board 
of Aldermen, were the recipients of 
severe criticism from Alderman Hodg- 
don of Ward 5. We, with t lie Mayor 
and the large majority of the Alder- 
men, were accused of playing poli- 
tics, and of using the olllce of the 
Chief of Police as a “political foot- 
ball." The cause of the dintribe 
against us was the matter of the con- 
tinuing in office for nnother year 
Chief of Police Burke. The young 
man who denounced us was opposing 
the retention in office of the Chief. 

His criticism against us was based 
on an article which we wrote, and 
which was published in the Graphic 
on June 3. This article stated that 
“The principal reason for the oppo- 
sition having developed against tho 
Chief Is — ‘because he will not fix 
cases.’ " Our critic asserted that we 
published tills article for the purpose 
of attempting to influence the Aider- 
men. "It did not influence me the 
way it was intended," he said. 

We have known the Alderman from 
Ward 5 quite intimately for some 
time. We entertained a high regard 
for him. and we supposed he regarded 
us favorably. It surprised us. there- 
fore. to hear him accuse us of Insin- 
cerity. and to brand us as a tool be- 
ing used to further some person, or 
person’s political machinations. We 
deny that the article we wrote was 
for the purpose of making the office 
of the Chief of Police "a political 
football." We repudiate his implica- 
tion (or assertion) that we are the 
creature of any persons in this city 
aspiring to political honors. 

We were impelled to write the ar- 
ticle because of our disapproval of 
the opposition to the reappointment 
of Chief Burke by certain persons 
who were actuated by personal rea- 
sons. which, to our way of thinking, 
were selfish. We have known the 
Chief personally for many years — in 
fact, we have known him as long as 
we can remember. We have known 
him to be a man of integrity and hon- 
or. a conscientious policeman and of- 
ficial; a man whose record is clean. 
He is fit physically and mentally. In 
the opinion of Mayor Childs lie should 
be continued in office. In the opinion 
of the great majority of the Board of 
Aldermen he should be continued In 
office. 

Our critic stated that our article in 
the Graphic of June 3 was probably 
Intended to influence him. No. We 
are sufficiently well acquainted with 
him not to delude ourself with the 
idea “that we could influence him.” 
When others who are much nearer 
to him than we. and to whose advice 
he should listen, if he cared to listen 
to any advice, cannot influence him, 
we are not fatuous enough to suppose 
that we could influence him. 

He accused us, as he accused the 
Mayor and seventeen Aldermen, of 
making “a political football” of the 
office of Chief of Police. The Aider- 
man from Ward 5 who denounced us 
has been talking seriously of running 
as a candidate for Mayor at the com- 
ing election next December. He has 
stated that he desires publicity, 
whether It be favorable or unfavor- 
able. In view of these two facts, we 
might logically and justly accuse him 
as the person who is attempting to 
use the matter of the reappointment 
of Chief Burke “as a political foot- 
ball.” Rut we will not indulge in re- 
crimination. We will be more kind 
to him than he was to us, and we will 
accept his word that his opposition 
to the reappointment of the Chief is 
actuated by unselfish reasons. 


CONTRACT LET 


The contract for the Plummer Me- 
morial Library. Auhurndale, Mass., 
Messrs. Smith & Walker, Architects. 
E. C. Redstone. Associated, has been 
let to Messrs. Somers Drisko of 
Boston, Mass. 

This building will be a notable ad- 
dition to the architecture of New Eng- 
land. being of a most distinctive type. 
The style is true Tudor-Gothic of what 
is known as the "Butterfly” or "Sun- 
trap” type. There are two distinct 
wings, one for the Children’s Reading 
Room and one for Adults with the Li- 
brarian's desk in the angular inter- 
section. The building will he con- 
structed of hollow tile faced with 
genuine "Tapestry” brick. The roof 
will be of heavy gray mottled slate. 
The interior will reflect the Gothic 
feeling in design and finish. Such de- 
tails as the Librarian's desk, mantel, 
hand wrought hardware, especially de- 
signed lighting fixtures, etc., will be 
of old English design. 

As the building is located close to 
the Boston and Albany Railroad and 
at the intersection of three streets 
carrying heavy automobile traffic, spe- 
cial study has been given lo the heat 
ing and ventilating to eliminate as 
far as possible dust and dirt in the 
building. In the winter time, heating, 
ventilating, humidifying and purifying 
of the air will be accomplished with a 
Quaker Warm Air System operated 
with a Ben Franklin Oil Burner. In 
the summer time, air will he taken In- 
to the basement, cooled, filtered and 
forced Into the Reading Room by a 
fan, the warm foul air being ex- 
hausted through the decorative cupola 
cii the root The building will be 
completed, ready for occupancy, in 
November.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER

When we nay we are counting on a 
vacation we mean we expect to have 
what the English call our holidays. 
To a great many of us the word 
"counting” 1 h used most advisedly for 
we are obliged to count, some of us 
several tlmos, to make sure we have 
a sufficient amount to spend. It is 
looked upon by some as a sort of In- 
dulgence, but the majority agree that 
a change Is beneficial. 

The question Is, do all of us take 
proper advantage of the glorious op- 
portunity for recreation and physical 
upbuilding? Sometimes I wonder If 
some people haven’t mistaken Ideas 
on the subject. Some seem to go the 
limit and others deny themselves that 
to which they are fully entitled. There 
Is, In my opinion, a happy medium, if 
one knows how to strike It. 

I know of one person who makes a 
fetish of his vacation plans. He su- 
bordinates all things to his considera- 
tion of booklets, maps, guides, etc. 
He starts in weeks ahead, consults 
people "who have been there," cross- 
examines them as to the character of 
the roads, the kind of hotels, the 
sights to see, the food to be eaten and 
in short overlooks nothing. Possibly 
he gets a lot of kick out of this, but 
I have not the vision to see it myself. 

There is another man whom I know 
who has almost to be driven from his 
office by his firm. He said to me once, 
“I went to work and took a vacation.” 
I’ll say he went to work anyway, for 
he puttered about his house and lawn 
day and night, fixing this and that 
and doing odd jobs which workmen 
would have performed for a compara- 
tively small sum. When it came to 
return to business he was completely 
run down. Maybe he thought he was 
having a good time, but was he? 

So there you are, the choice Is 
yours and you must make it yourself. 
I, for one, am for moderation in vaca- 
tions. The best I can do is to urge my 
friends to be reasonable. 


Has anybody written a booklet set- 
ting forth the charms and advantages 
of Newton as a Summer resort? 

This question is asked, not for the 
purpose of ascertaining if the field is 
clear for an ambitious author, but to 
learn if such Information has been 
compiled in a single volume. Second- 
ly, if Newton has not been "written 
up” In this way it stands almost alone. 
Few places have escaped. Many a 
city and town has gone on its way for 
years and suddenly wakened to find 
itself immortalized by a detailed des- 
cription of business blocks, historical 
sites, industrial plants, etc., printed 
in a neatly bound pamphlet and pro- 
fusely illustrated with half-tone en- 
gravings. 

"Why you should visit Newton this 
Summer” would be an attractive ti- 
tle. I will wager a chocolate fudge 
sundae against a banana split that 
it. would interest Newton people as 
much as anybody else. They would 
devour what the author said and swell 
with pride at the illustrations. That 
is, I would, and I am merely speaking 
as an amateur mind-reader and 
clairvoyant. 

For instance, the booklet could con- 
tain picture after picture of hand- 
some homes, with spacious grounds, 
giving the names of the owners and 
stating, “These people think so much 
of their home city they leave it in 
June and stay away until the last of 
September.” 

Then there might be views of our 
beautiful streets, together with the in- 
formation that "these thoroughfares 
are kept in perfect condition all Sum- 
mer long in order that they may be 
enjoyed by strangers who do not con- 
tribute a cent in taxes." 

There could also be shown exterior 
views of our many houses of worship, 
with the explanation that they are 
closed during the Summer months in 
order that the minister and choir may 
recuperate and give the congregation 
a chance to stay at home Sunday 
mornings. 

Another feature would be the com- 
bination of trolley cars and busses 
that provide trans-city transporta- 
tion. A stranger would And this 
equally absorbing as a cross-word puz- 
zle and even more fascinating should 
he wish to experiment by working it 
out on a personally conducted tour of 
our villages. 

Figuring-out our traffic regulations 
is hardly to be recommended for hot- 
weather entertainment so I would do 
no more than mention them in such a 
booklet. 

With these scattering thoughts I 
will close this paragraph, hoping that 
if anybody has the ambition to ex- 
patiate on this subject they will find 
my suggestions of value. 


of mature years or equally grave con- 
cerns to occupy their attention.

I do not wonder, as I look back, 
that all these things aroused the 
country until there was a cry for "a 
safe and sane” celebration of Inde- 
pendence Day. It was, as I view it, 
only the natural reaction. Youth, and 
older men should have known better, 
went too far In those days, although 
they may now insist they had a lot 
of fun. 

Please do not understand me as 
urging a noiseless, tame and colorless 
observance. And let It be understood 
that I would not supplement the old 
form with a midnight visit to some 
art and motor club in the rural dis- 
tricts where jazz and jin supply the 
chief diversions. In this latter there 
is a far greater danger than ever 
hovered over the wild boys who tore 
off gates, carried away sign-posts, 
etc. 

I have no suggestions to make as 
to a fitting program for the day and 
am satisfied so long as everybody has 
a good time and suffers no burning 
regrets on "the day after.” 


When I took a trip to Europe last 
Summer I resolved not to return and 
write a long account of my travels.

He tried to sell me 
things that would provide me with a 
glorious crop of vegetables for the 
Winter. But I w T as finicky and hopped 
around like a canary until I gathered 
n radish seeds, romaine, chickory, pop- 
pies and some flowers the names of 
which mean nothing in French to me. 
My friend said, "I can tell you the 
French, but I am not sufficiently fa- 
miliar with the American flowers to 
tell the equivalent in English.” There- 
fore. I don’t know the names of some 
of the flowers I hope to grow. 

These seeds, or some of them, I 
have planted. The radishes came up 
in five days! Thhe others are peek- 
ing through the ground and I hope 
that they may grow. In France they 
plant flowers among the vegetables 
with charming effect and satisfactory 
profit. I am out only for the charm- 
ing effect. If I succeed in making Car- 
cassone seeds grow in the United 
States soil I shall not hesitate to 
boast of it, and therefore I warn the 
readers of this column to govern 
themselves accordingly.

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ABOUT TOWN

We were one of the many hundreds 
of ‘easy marks" who were "stung” 
last week by a scheme that to us. at 
least, was new. Proceeding one morn- 
ing along Washington street in our 
ancient, but active flivver, we were 
hailed by. a young man who alluringly 
held out to us a package of soap 
powder. We shook our head in re- 
fusal of his proffered gift, but 50 yards 
further along another young man 
jumped almost in front of our CAR. 
and compelled us to slow down. As 
a matter of courtesy we stopped the 
Ford, and permitted him to thrust a 
package of the powder Into our hands 
as he assured us that it is wonderful 
for washing automobiles or "any- 
thing.” Next he handed us a box con- 
taining three small cakes of soap 
which he asserted is unexcelled for 
shaving, shampooing or for any toilet 
use. Each cake of soap had imprinted 
on it the fact that it was sold at 25c 
the cake, and the price printed on 
the box was 75c. But, as we accepted 
the soap and extended our thanks, 
the philanthropist who gave it to us 
said, "With each box of this soap 
that we give you. you must buy an- 
other box. and we give you another 
package of borax powder with it." 

Not wishing to appear a "piker” we 
fell for the trap and paid six hits 
for six small cakes of soap and two 
small pacgages of soap powder. In our 
opinion we paid "a plenty.” There 
were many others. The four young 
men who were “giving away” the 
cleaning materials opposite the brick 
wall bounding the property of St. 
Agnes School, had large rolls of hills 
in their possession, so there must have 
been many who fell into the trap. One 
of the cars the benevolent quartet 
operated, bore an Ohio registry num- 
ber: the other bore a Massachu- 
setts registry number. 

We were informed that one of 
Registrar Goodwin’s Inspectors ob- 
served the soap sellers on the first day 
they started their operations in New- 
ton. and suggested at Police Head- 
quarters in West Newton that their 
activities be stopped here. He had 
observed them working the same 
game in other cities, and considered 
the constant stopping of automobiles 
by them as a menace to traffic. They 
were ordered to come to Police Head- 
quarters which they did. There, they 
produced a license which had been 
procured at the State House, which 
permitted them to vend their wares 
any place in Massachusetts, and as 
the police doubted their authority to 
stop these parties from selling, Wash- 
ington street was used for a couple of 
more days to lure the unsuspecting in- 
to buying "gift” soap. It was a clever 
scheme, but before others start imitat- 
ing this method of selling at large 
profits, the use of highways for such 
a purpose should be prohibited by the 
State authorities

NEW STREET DEPARTMENT BUILDING DEDICATED 

Keys To Large, Attractively Designed City Stable Turned Over To Mayor Childs By 
Public Buildings Commissioner Chadwick 


On Thursday. June 9. the new unit 
of the Street Department located on 
Kliot street. Newton Highlands, was 
formally dedicated. It will he the 
headqunrters of Division C of the 
Street Department, the division which 
has charge of the highways ami sew- 
ers on the south side of the city, and 
which has the largest area to care for. 
The unit includes a large, attractively 
designed building containing 26 large 
stalls and a box stall on the main floor, 
a large garage for trucks in the base- 
ment. and a loft on the upper floor. 
TWO large brick sheds for the storage 
of trucks and equipment and for hous- 
ing steam rollers are located to one 
side of the main building. One of 
these sheds contains a machine shop 
and a carpenter shop. The buildings 
are surrounded by spacious, well laid 
out grounds, and the whole presents a 
decidedly artistic appearance. When 
it was proposed to locate the new 
Street Department unit on Eliot Btreet. 
protests arose from some owners of 
nearby property who feared that the 
proximity of the "stable” would de- 
preciate the value of surrounding real 
estate. The large, well-kept open 
area afforded by the grounds on the 
city property, and the architectural 
beauty of the building, should cause 
the value of nearby property to be 
enhanced, rather than depreciated. 

The exercises opened at 7 o’clock 
when the keys of the building were 
turned over to Mayor Childs by Build- 
ing Commissioner Chadwiek. The 
Mayor lauded the work performed by 
the Street Department and congratu- 
lated Commissioner Stuart on acquir- 


ing the new unit which will provldo 
long needed facilities. He then turned 
the keys over to the Commissioner. 
Mr. Stuart related the handicaps un- 
der which his department had labored 
for many years because of the Inade- 
quate facilities at the old stable on 
Willow street, Newton Centro, and of 
the efforts he had made In vain for n 
long timo to persuade the various 
Boards of Aldermen to appropriate 
money to build new quarters. He ex- 
plained some of the problems which 
his department has to face, and told 
of the advantages which will be de- 
rived by the building of the new unit. 

Following Mr. Stunrt’s remarks, 
Miss Gleason of Watertown, one of 
four sisters who furnished orchestral 
music for the affair, played a cornet 
solo. Commissioner Stuart then called 
on Alderman Madden, as senior mem- 
ber of the aldermen, to make some 
remarks. Mr. Madden alluded to the 
criticisms of the cost of the new 
buildings, the unit costing nearly $100,- 
000, and he commented that the money 
was well spent, as the buildings will 
not only provide for future needs, but 
the work of the Street Department Is 
of extreme Importance to the city, It 
Is w'ell done, and this department is 
entitled to be properly cared for, even 
as are other departments of the city’s 
activities. "Some people," according 
to Mr. Madden, "believe that because 
those working on the streets perform 
laborious tasks, anything Is good 
enough for them." "Private corpora- 
tions,” said he, "are spending money 
to combine beauty with utility, and tho 
city may well follow their example.” 


"What department," ho asked, "has 
done more for thlH city? Our fine 
streots have attracted many to Nowton 
and Commissioner Stuart and his sub- 
ordinates have dono excellent work 
under great handicaps. Tho Legisla- 
ture lias enacted laws which make It 
hard for cities to do work at tho same 
cost as private contractors. Civil 
Service forces cities to employ less 
able moa-ihan private contractors can 
hire, but our Street Department has 
been very efficient, and its employes 
are faithful.’’ 

The next speaker to bo introduced 
wns Alderman Baker. He said "that 
he was pleased to see such a well- 
built structure, and ho had come to 
the opinion long ago that it pays to 
do things well.” He lauded the effi- 
ciency of Commissioner Stuart and his 
division superintendents. Alderman 
Bail told the gathering not to call tho 
building "a stable,” as it is a unit for 
Division C of the Street Department. 
The building as originally planned 
would cost $f>0,000, but this structure 
would have had pillars on the main 
floor; this would have made it difficult 
to convert this floor into a garage, if, 
in the future, horses in the department 
will be dispensed with. The revised 
plans also provided for more yard 
space. He commended the depart- 
ment for its willingness to give special 
service to citizens of Newton. Other 
aldermen present were deMille, Gor- 
don, Grebensteln, Hawkins, Leahy and 
Noone. A number of city officials 
were In attendance, and many em- 
ployes of the Street Department were 
also present.

Dr. Henry P. Talbot of 273 Otis 
street. West Newton. Dean of Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, died 
Saturday at the City Hospital. He 
had been in poor health for some 
months and was operated on recently, 
but his death was unexpected as he 
was apparently regaining his health 
following the operation. 

Dr. Talbot was born in Boston, May 
15, 1864, the son of Zephaniah and 
Eliza Frances Talbot. Following his 
graduation from M. I. T. in 1885, he 
went to Germany, where he was 
awarded a degree by the Lelpsic Uni- 
versity, specializing in physical chem- 
istry. In 1892 he was appointed an 
assistant professor at M. I. T., in 1898 
he was made professor of analitical 
chemistry, and in 1902, professor of 
inorganic chemistry. He was head of 
the department of chemistry from 
1902 to 1920 and in 1919 he was also 
made chairman of the faculty. He 
was appointed deyji in 1921. During 
the World War he was a member of 
the advisory committee organized to 
deal with problems occasioned by the 
introduction of gas warfare.

Lava-Coated Trees 

in Hawaiian Forest 

On the slopes of u volcanic uqiun- 
tain there Is u perfect forest of lava 
trees, which is believed to have been 
formed many centuries ago. The 
trees which form this forest ure 
amazingly lifelike even the grain of 
burk being represented, yet they are 
nothing but shells of lava. The way 
In which this strange forest wus 
formed Is interesting. The original 
trees were of u kind known locally 
as oldu, a species abundant In the 
Hnwaiiun Islands. During a terrific 
outburst on the part of the volcano, 
when the lava poured out In a vast 
cataract, 40 or 50 feet deep, the whole 
of a thickly wooded region was over- 
whelmed. The fluid point of luva Is 
at 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit, but it 
instantly solidifies at a point u few 
degrees below this high figure. . . . 
When the trees were buried In the 
streum of liquid fire, the luva which 
came Into touch with the trunks und 
branches immediately solidified, owing 
to the contuct with the cold burk. 
The main How of the molten streum 
swept on, leuving each tree with only 
u thin coating. Tills wus sulliclent 
to set the wood burning, und, in 
course of time, ull the brunches and 
the trunk of the tree were consumed, 
leuving nothing but the luvu mold. 


Small Fortune Paid 

for Gutenberg Bible 

Recently ut Vienna, un American 
deuler paid $220,585 for u copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible. It belonged to un 
abbey In Austriu, and the owners had 
to get olllciul leave from the Austri- 
an government before they could sell 
their treasure. They obtained by far 
the biggest price ever paid for a book. 

Vet a still higher price is ou record 
us having been once oft'ered. In the 
Seventeenth century the monks of St. 
Kmeruh possessed a notable munu- 
script of the Gospels, which hud been 
presented to their ubbey by the Em- 
peror Henry IV. 

The elector of Buvarln udmlred It 
so much that he proposed to give 
these monks the town of Struublugen 
in exchange. 

But they were prudent men. They 
knew the elector could, und they sus- 
pected thut he would, retuke the town 
whenever he pleused, so they declined 
his otter and kept their precious man- 
uscript. 

The Bible which the deuler bought 
is u magnificent copy ou vellum of tjie 
first book ever printed In Europe from 
metul types.

All sound bidding 
should be part of a harmonious whole, 
the first link of a chain of bids, and not 
a disconnected effort. 

The following hands are illustrative 
of the point just emphasized: "Think 
of what your partner or opponents may 
do, before making a bid. If you are pr - 
pared to meet any action they may 
take, your bid is sound; otherwise, not/’

The bid of two no-trump does prevent 
a heart bid and enables Y-Z to make 
game and rubber. If Y passes, B will 
bid two hearts and game is no longer 
possible as A-B have six heart tricks, if 
led. This is an excellent example of 
figuring out what your opponents may 
do and then making a bid that will 
block them. Such bidding is sound, not 
only because the hand justifies the bid 
but because it also looks ahead and 
foresees what should be done from then 
on.

These are busy days at the hos 
pltal. The report for the week end 
lug June II shows patients in hospital 
MG: patients paying as much as eosi 
of care or more 51; patients paying 
less than cost of care 55: free pu 
t loll tn. Including babies 10; patient* 
treated by out patient department 
1G7; by eye clinic 10; accident case 
19; babies born, girls 14, boys 0; so 
dill service calls at hospital 12; pa 
tlents transferred by social service 
car 14. 

Of the nineteen accident cases ut 
the hospital Inst week six were bo- 
cause of the explosion at Waltham by 
which Louis S. Rosa of Newtonvlllo 
lost his life; six were automobile a* 
eideiits and included a lacerated knee,

the ground; the other accidents were 
a needle run Into a small linger, a 
crushed right hand, u linger cut by a 
carving knife and a foreign body In 
an eye.

Railroad Lines Built 

Around Amazon Falh 

Neurly nil the rivers of the Amazon 
system are broken up by rapids or 
falls. The most famous of these are 
those tlmt break the course of the 
Madeira und the Mnmore for more 
Hum 2 <H) tulles, W. L. Scliurz, com- 
mercial attache of the American 
embassy at Rio de Janeiro writes, in 
the National Geographic Magazine. 
It is uround these rapids that the 
Mudeiru-Mumore railroad was built to 
serve as an outlet for the rubber mid 
other products of northeustern Bo- 
livia. Before the railroad’s construc- 
tion, rubber was brought down Die 
river in large "bnteloues” or cuuoes, 
which shot tlie less dangerous rapids 
and were drugged slowly uround 
those more perilous. The return trip 
was a matter of months and the losses 
of men from malaria, hostile In- 
dians and capsizing in the rapids were 
enormous.
